Tentatively, the War Depart- 
ment has submitted estimates of 
possible contract cancellations ap- 
preciably lower than the 46 per 
cent estimated last summer, K 
explained.

On the surface, Senator Taft’s

Time Lacking for Full Inquiry. 

Behind that expected action,

The War Department, in an- 
nouncing the awards today, said 
the four died when the transport 
Dorchester was torpedoed in icy 
seas off Greenland early in the 
morning of Feb. 3, 1943. The 
chaplains, all with the Army rank 
of first lieutenants, were:

The Army said that survivors 
reported that fear of the sea made

where there was a chance of res- 
cue.’

“SEAMEN TO RUN 


DEATH GANILET 


Many From: Sunken Lib- 
erty Ship Killed by 
Crew of Enemy Subma- 
rine, Report Says. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
The crew of a Japanese submarine 
devised a “murderous gantlet” for 


captured Americans from a sunk- 
en Liberty ship, a West Coast 
maritime union reported tonight. 

The Japanese sailors lined up in 
a double row, heavy steel stan- 
chions in hand, and forced 55 
Americans to run between them, 
said an account compiled from 
reports of survivors. “Man after 
man was killed,” it said, by blows 
from the steel clubs. 

Because some of the men had 
attempted to jump overboard, the 
Japanese would slash anybody go- 
“m over the side, the document 
said. 

Confirms Earlier Report. 

The report, most complete so 
far made on the fate of the 100 
persons aboard a torpedoed steam- 
er, cosroborated previous reports 
that the Japanese submerged, leav- 
ing Americans on deck with their 
hands tide. . 

The ship was torpedoed in the 
Indian Ocean July 2. The person- 
nel—41 merchant seamen, a Navy 
gun crew of 28, 12 Army enlisted 
men and various other Army and 
Navy men—abandoned ship. 

The submarine surfaced and 
picked up those in lifeboats. Five 
men on a raft refused to swim to 
the submarine; { 

“The Japanese,. enraged, pre- 
pared to machine gun them,” the 
account continued. “Seeing this, 
the men jumped off the liferaft 
and took what refuge they could

water. The Japs cut loose with 
the machine guns, but failed to hit 
any of the five. 

95 Men on Deck. 

“There were 95 men on the deck 
of the submarine, every man with 
his hands tied behind his back, so 
the Japs turned their attention to 
this large group of men.”

Nazis’ Rocket Plane Has Top Speed 
Of 600 Miles, Their Jet Fighter 500 


LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP). —Ger- 
many has two. superspeed fighter 
planes operating over the Western 
front, one of them the rocket- 
propelled interceptor M-163 capa- 
ble of flying up to 600 miles an 
hour, Allied air sources disclosed 
‘today. 

The other high-speed fighter is 
the jet-propelled, twin-engined 
ME262, capable of flying from 450 


to 500 miles an hour, Forty-one 


enemy ships of this type were de- 
stroyed recently by United States

LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP).—Terje 
Wold, Norwegian Minister of 
Justice, reported today that Nor- 
wegians in the Arctic province of 
Finnmark who have been turned 
into freezing, starving bands of 
wanderers by the Germans, have 
stocks of food sufficient for only 
two or three weeks. 

In the first full official account

The War Department, in an- 
nouncing the awards today, said 
the four died when the transport 
Dorchester was torpedoed in icy 
seas off Greenland early in the 
morning of Feb. 3, 1943. The 
chaplains, all with the Army rank 
of first lieutenants, were:

The Army said that survivors 
reported that fear of the sea made 
many aboard the Dorchester 
almost helpless because they were 
convinced that death awaited 
them if they went overside in the 
darkness.

The Japanese sailors lined up in 
a double row, heavy steel stan- 
chions in hand, and forced 55 
Americans to run between them, 
said an account compiled from 
reports of survivors. “Man after 
man was killed,” it said, by blows 
from the steel clubs. 

Because some of the men had 
attempted to jump overboard, the 
Japanese would slash anybody go- 
— over the side, the document 
said. 
Confirms Earlier Report. 

The report, most complete so 
far made on the fate of the 100 
persons aboard a torpedoed steam- 
er, corroborated previous reports 
that the Japanese submerged, leav- 
ing Americans on deck with their 
hands tide. 

The ship was torpedoed in the 
Indian Ocean July 2. The person- 
nel—41 merchant seamen, a Navy 
gun crew of 28 12 Army enlisted 
men and various other Army and 
Navy men—abandoned ship. 

The submarine surfaced and 
picked up those in lifeboats. Five 
men on a raft refused to swim to 
the submarine.

Five Dark After Opera- - 
tors, Handlers Try to : 
Force Hiring of Union| 7 


Men for Three. 


Five moving. picture theaters in 
the St. Louis area were closed 
yesterday and others were expect- 
ed to close as AFL motion pic- 
ture operators and film handlers 
engaged in a joint sympathy 
atrike to force three St. Louis 
County theaters to employ union 
operators. 

Four of the shows were shut 
down because the union operators 
refused to handle Paramount pic- 
tures. They are the Gravois, 2631 
South Jefferson avenue; Kings- 
land, 6461 Gravois avenue; Pow- 
hatan, 3111 Sutton avenue, Ma- 
plewood, and the Victory, 5955 
Easton avenue. 

Distributors Strike. 

The refusal to handle Para- 
mount pictures came after 17 
members of the Film Exchange 
Employes’ Union struck in pro- 
test against Paramount's delivery 
of films to the Osage Theater in 
Kirkwood and the Ozark Theater 
in Webster Groves, both of which 
employ nonunion operators. The 
delivery was made in spite of 
union threats to strike if the non- 
union theaters were serviced. 

The other closed movie house, 
the Kirkwood Theater at Kirk- 
wood, which also employs a non- 
union operator, has been dark 
since Wednesday because other 
film distributors have refused to 
service it in face of the union 
threat. 

Kirkwood Seeks Court Order. 

The Kirkwood Theater went into 
the United States District Court 
esterday in an attempt to force 
amen Brothers, Monogram Pic- 
tures and Twentieth Century-Fox 
to abide by contracts to service it, 
but Judge Rubey M. Hulen ex- 
pressed the opinion he was with- 
out authority to enforce the con- 
tracts under the circumstances 
and asked for briefs on the sub- 


ect. 

. Robert A. Roessel, attorney for 
the Motion Picture Operators’ 
Local 143, and for the Film Ex- 
change Employes Local F-1 and 
B-1, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday that servicing of the 
Osage, Ozark or Kirkwood thea- 
ters by the other agencies would 
bring about a general shutdown 
of theaters in St. Louis. 

“These theaters have been op- 
erating with one nonunion oper- 
ator each,” he said. “All that the 
union asks is that they employ 
two union operators. Two opera- 
tors are required by ordinance 
in St. Louis. Every theater in the 
area except these three has at 
least two operators. This strike 
represents the joint effort of 
three sister unions to apply eco- 
nomic pressure to settle a labor 
dispute of long standing. In view 
of the history of these three thea- 
ters, I can't see that the distribu- 
tors can go out on a limb to serv- 
ice them and take the risk of a 
general shutdown.” 

Union employes will stand by to 
assist with deliveries by Para- 
mount, he said, for all camps, 
Government ag-ncies, bond sales 
campaigns and charitable pur- 
poses, but not for any commercial 
enterprise. 

Union operators, wherever sta- 
tioned in this area, will refuse to 
project Paramount pictures which 
were delivered to theaters after 
the film handlers’ strike began on 
Phursday morning, he said. 

Parley Falls to End Dispute. 

Roessel and attorneys for Para- 
mount conferred briefly yesterday 
in an attempt to settle the dispute. 
They were scheduled to meet 
again tomorrow morning. Attor- 
meys for other film exchanges 
were to be consulted, it was 
learned, in an attempt to approach 
the problem on an industry-wide 
basis. 

When the union made its de- 
mand on the distributors to refuse 
service to the three nonunion thea- 
ters in the county, Paramount and 
other distributors acceded, and the 
Osage, Ozark and Kirkwood were 
dark on Wednesday night. On 
Thursday deliveries of Paramount 
pictures were made to the Osage 
and Ozark. These two have been 
operating since. This delivery pre- 
cipitated the strike of film han- 
diers at Paramount on Friday. 
Since then, union operators have 
refused to show any new booking 
of Paramount pictures in_ this 
area.

Survivors of Gambier 


Down in Battle of Philippines 
Sea, Reach San Francisco. 


Bay and St. Lo, Sent

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.—Four 
residents of the St. Louis area 
were among the Navy personnel 
who survived the sinking of the 
United States escort carriers, 
Gambier Bay and Saint Lo, and 
who have arrived here. The ships 
went down in the second battle 
of the Philippines Sea in October. 
The men were: 


Seaman 2-C Charles Luis 
Brenner Jr., 18 years old, whose 
parents live at 2732 Macklind 
avenue. 


Aerologist 3-C George William 
Howard, 23, whose wife lives at 
4977A Arsenal street. His pa- 
rents, Mr. and Mrs. Grover C. 
Howard, reside at 4102 Oakwood 
avenue, Pine Lawn. 

Storekeeper 3-C Harold H. 
Schaffner, 28, a brother of 
James P. Sghaffner, 3106 Market 
avenue, East St. Louis, and of 


Miss Veronica Schaffner, 3100 
Market. 

Seaman 2-C Carl Justice 
Yowell, 31, whose wife lives at 
5958 Kennerly avenue. He is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs, Lindsey 
Yowell, Newburg, Mo. 

Yowell was a member of the 
crew of the Saint Lo and the 
others were on the Gambier Bay. 

The Gambier Bay was set afire 
and sunk by a Japanese cruiser 
firing at a range of only 2000 
yards. The crew took to life rafts 
and some drifted as long as 40 
hours before they were rescued. 
Two men were killed by sharks 
and others swallowed salt water, 
sickened and died, Those saved 
numbered 730. 

The Saint Lo escaped Japanese 
gunfire by skillful maheuvering 
but was sunk when attacked by 
enemy planes. The engagement 
in which the two ships were lost 
began Oct. 23 and continued for 
three days.

NOT FEASIBLE, REYNOLDS SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).—

PERCY H. BYRNS DIES 
IN WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Served in UNRRA After 
24 Years as Executive of 
St. Louis Red Cross. 


Percy H. Byrns, who was execu- 
tive secretary of St. Louis Chap- 
ter, American Red Cross, for 24 
years before he entered the serv- 
ice of the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration 
last September, died yesterday in 
Washington of pneumonia. Death 
occurred in Doctors’ Hospital, ac- 
cording to information received by 
the Rev. John J. Butler, pastor 
of St. Leo’s Catholic Church, and 
long associated with Mr. Byrns 
in community service. 

Mr. Byrns was here a few weeks 
ago for his wife’s funeral. At that 
time he said he was learning the 
Polish language, indicating that 
he was to be sent to Poland by 
UNRRA. He was in his early fif- 
ties, and appeared to be in good 
health at that time, Father Butler 
said, 

His service in St. Louis social 
work included the relief crisia of 
the depression én the early 1930s, 
and several disasters in the St. 
Louis and southwestern areas, in- 
cluding the 1927 tornado, and Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri River floods. 

In 1936 he was co-ordinator of 
the Municipal Relief Administra- 
tion. He spoke to social workers 
on the requirements of the crisis, 
and engaged in some controver- 
sies with cit yofficials over budget- 
ing of relief activities. He was for- 
mer chairman of St. Louis Chap- 
ter, American Association of So- 
cial Workers. ¢ 

Mr. Byrns is survived by a step- 
daughter, Mrs. Cynthia Hilton of 
Chicago. His body is expected to 
arrive in St.. Louis tomorrow, and 
the funeral will be at 3:30 o’clock

MOSCOW, Dec. 2 (AP).—The 
Soviet government paper Izvestia 
said today that the recent Chinese 
government reorganization had 
failed to ease “the tense internal 
political situation.” 

A long article reviewing’ the 
Chinese war situation said the 
Pacific war had drawn a large 
number of Japanese troops out of 
China, yet the Chinese had done 
little or nothing to exploit this ad- 
vantage, but instead, the Japanese 
were able to achieve offensive 
successes. 

Noting the Chinese attributed 
this to lack of equipment, the ar- 
ticle said objective foreign ob- 
servers pointed out that the real 
reason for China’s “ineptness” was 
continuance by reactionaries of a 
policy opposed to national unity. 
Such reactionaries are especially 
strong among Chinese Army offi- 
cers, Izvestia said. 

“As the result of the anti-dem- 
ocratie policy of the ruling circles, 
the Communist part of China has 
remained illegal and troops of a 
special district not only lack aid 
from the central government, but 
are even blockaded by the com- 
mand of reactionary generals,” 
the article said.

Lt. Col. Eads Hardaway 
Now in Prison Camp in 
Germany—Unit Final- 
ly Rescued. 


Lt. Col. Hads Graham Hardaway 
of 5733 Cabanne avenue was re- 
vealed yesterday as the command- 
ing officer of the famed “lost bat- 
talion of World War II,” which in 
August was cut off by the Ger- 
mans for five and a half days on 
a hill near Mortain, France. Col. 
Hardaway was captured by the 
Germans during the battle, and 
his parents learned yesterday that 
he is at Oflag 64, a prison camp 
in Germany. 

His mother, Mrs. John B. Hard- 
away, was notified by the War 
Department that a short wave 
propaganda broadcast from Ger- 


many quoted Col. Hardaway as, 


follows: “Captured in France. Am 
well. Not wounded. Write Oflag 
64, Germany. Love.” 

Mrs. Hardaway received the 
message shortly after she had 
talked to Mrs. 8S. B. Spitzer, moth- 
er of Lt. Norman H. Spitzer, also 
a prisoner in the same camp. Lt. 
Spitzer, a member of Col. Hard- 
away's staff, sent a similar mes- 
sage to his

For nearly six days Col. Hard- 
away's battalion was surrounded 
by a crack Nazi SS. division.

en their supplies were exhaust- 
ed, they were “dive-bombed” by 
Thunderbolt fighter planes, whose 
bombs contained food instead of 
explosives. | 

Their most desperate need, how- 
ever, was medical] supplies for their 
wounded. That problem was solved 
when someone thought of empty- 
ing 155-mm. smoke shells and fill- 
ing them with blood plasma, sulfa 
drugs and morphine. Out of 15 
projectiles fired, 14 were recov- 
ered and used by the lost battalion. 

A letter received by Mrs. Harda- 
way from an officer in the artil- 
lery battery which fired the life- 
saving shells vividly describes the 
heroic stand of the battalion. 

“Although surrounded, the men 
of the battalion refused to surren- 
der, but fought it out. The wound: 
ed were without medica! attention, 


but they said, “Hell, no!” to an of- |

war trade suffered a setback today 
through an apparent Senate Com- 
mittee “death sentence” on the 
oii compact with Great Britain.

SAN FRANCISCO; Dec. 2 (AP). 
—The Japanese boasted in a radio 
broadcast today that they are using 
new war planes in the Philippine 
theater “with brilliant success.” 

The Ginga (Milky Way), said 
Domei news agency, is “indeed the 
pride of the Japanese Navy.” It 
claimed that “even the Grumman 
fighter planes cannot match the 
Ginga in speed.”

GIFTS TO RED CROSS WAR FUND 
DEDUCTIBLE IN INCOME TAX 


Contributions to the 1945 Red 
Cross War Fund are deductible 
from 1944 income for tax purposes 
if made before the end of the cur- 
rent year, Major B. Einstein, 
chairman of the special gifts di- 
vision of the St.“Louis Red Cross 
Chapter, declared in a statement 
issued yesterday. 

He pointed out that many cor- 
porations, now able to make a 
reasonably accurate estimate of 
1944 earnings, still had an oppor- 


tunity to make substantial con-: 


tributions to the Red Cross at 
relatively small actual cost, deduct- 
ing additional allowable gifts 
prior to computation of taxes, In- 
dividuals could take similar ac- 
tion, he added. 

Einstein cited the case of a local 
corporation which pledged $100 to 
the 1944 Red Cross War Fund, 
and recently contributed an addi- 
tional $1000 with the understand- 
ing it be applied against the 
firm’s 1945 quota.

Court here Jan. 11, when the plan 
will come up for hearing. Central 
States, dominated by Harrison 
Williams, New York financier, for- 
merly controlled the North Amer- 
ican Co., which controls Union 
Electric Co, of Missouri. 

The reorganization plan was | 
amended by the two original court 
trustees of Central States, and by 
the Boyce Committee of deben- 
ture holders, after a Federal ap- 
pellate court decision last summer 
ordered intensive investigation 
with the object of finding grounds 
for suits to recover huge sums of 
money from corporate officers be- 
lieved guilty of gross mismanage- 
ment and others. Recently the 
District Court named Carl J. 
Austrian, New York lawyer, as| 
third trustee, to conduct the in-| 
vestigation, and a hearing on any 
objections to his appointment has 
been set for Jan; 12. 

Prior to the appellaté court 
ruling, the original trustees, 
Cloyd Kent and Overton D. Den- 
nis of Richmond, took the posi- 
tion that Central States was def- 
initely insolvent, with the deben- | 
ture holders and general creditors 


entitled to all the assets. Their 
amended plan declares that known 
or determinable value of the as- 
sets is not enough to pay the debts 
and that, therefore, the corpora- 
tion is insolvent unless additional 
funds can be recovered through 
the investigation and any result- 
ant proceedings. 
SEC Still Studying’ Plan. 

The investigation was demanded 
by the Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the Central States 
Preferred Stockholders Commit- 
tee. At SEC ‘headquarters at 
Philadelphia it was said today 
SEC would be represented at the 
hearing on the amended plan but 
that the plan was still under 
study so that SEC's attitude to- 
ward it had not been determined. 
Attorneys for the Preferred 
Stockholders’ Committee could 
not be reached, but other coun- 
sel said it might be assumed this 
group would object to the amend- 
ed plan. The trustees anticipate 
some opposition. 

In -effect, the amended plan 
would create a new corporation, 
with 1,837,260 shares of stock, of 
which 1,836,906 shares would be 
given to holders of Central States 
debentures and debenture interest 
coupons. The bulk of Central 
States assets would be _  trans- 
ferred to the new company to back 
its stock, After this transfer and 
the payment of expenses, Central 
States stockholders would be en- 
titled, under the plan, to any ad- 
ditional Central States assets — 
meaning, in practical effect, any- 
thing which may be realized on 
the prospective claims. 

: Holdings in St. Louis, 

Central States, which had an in- 
vestment portfolio of 350 million 
dollars in the boom time of Sep-| 
tember 1929, igs said to have sold a 
considerable. volume of its deben- 
tures and stocks in St. Louis. The | 
trustees reported its assets, as of 
last Sept. 30, were $13,088,062, while 
its liabilities, consisting almost en- | 
tirely of $18,037,000 in debentures 
and accrued interest . thereon, 
totaled $21,000,145: At the same 
time there were outstanding 210,- | 
614 shares of four kinds of pre- 
ferred stock with aggregate par 
value of $21,061,400 and 10,105,023 
shares of common stock with par 
value of $1 per share. 

Outstanding in volume among 
Central States’ assets are big 
blocks of stocks of two subsidi- 
aries, American Cities Power & 
Light Corporation and Blue Ridge 
Corporation. Central States also 
owns a block of North American 
common ; stock currently worth 
more than aie million . dollars.

F you bought a bill of goods 

in a grocery store, and laid 

down a two-dollar bil] to cover 
the costs, what would you do if’ 
the groceryman said to you: 
“There are 9 cents change com- 
ing to you, friend. But let's 
make it even money and call it 
square—I keep the 9 cents.” 


How would you feel? .. 
You'd call the cop and demand 
what was coming to you. 

Yet there is one business in 
this country—the business of 
taking your money and giving 
less in return—known as the 

ri-mutuel racetrack betting 

usiness. . . . That does just 
exactly what the grocer in our 
hypothetical case is supposed to 
do. 


The racetrack ‘mutuel man 
keeps the odd cents, instead of 
making the change, when paying 
off a winning ticket. That's 
what they call “breakage” in the 
racing business—if you want to 
dignify the mutue] betting rack- 
et by such a term. Racetracks 
withhold from winning bettors 
the odd cents of each nickel (if 
they break to the nickel) or of 
one dime (if they break to the 
dime), figured on a dollar basis. 
. « « On each $2 wagered, the 
bettor could give up to the track 
promoter as high as 9 cents on 
the dollar.

Rough Flight Over Philippines, 

Assailed by premonitions of dis- 
aster, Lt. (jg) Paul L. Ruch, pilot 
of a dive-bomber in: the South Pa- 
cific, whose home is in Waterloo, 
Ill, flew his plane off the deck 
of an aircraft carrier during the 
battle of the Philippines. Five 
hours later he returned, to the 
astonishment of his comrades, 
after a combined struggle against 
Jap shellfire, a tropical storm, 
and a forced landing at sea. 

It all happened on the morning 
of Oct. 25, Lt. Ruch wrote his 
wife, Mrs. Lina Ruch of Waterloo, 
“As we took off I was more 
frightened than ever before,” he 
wrote. “And I remained scared 


through the entire trip. It was a/ 


fear I[ can’t explain, but one 
which made my hand shake on 
the throttle.” 


The large formation of Naval 
planes spotted the Japanese task 
force after flying several hundred 
miles from their own carriers. 
“We realized we wouldn’t have 
enough gas to fly back unless we 
were damned lucky,” he wrote, 


Ran-Into Ack-Ack. 


As they approached the fleet, 
anti-aircraft guns began to fire, 
and, said Lt. Ruch, “I started to 
pray.” The fire was heavy, but 
the planes continued in formation, 
and prepared for the attack, “The 
dive started at 12,000 feet, and as 
I pushed over there was a Jap 
battleship right in my sights, I 
saw all sorts of ‘eyes’ blinking at 
me, and it seemed hard to believe 
those tiny blinks were guns 
pointed at me.” , 


The 22-year-old pilot dived to 
within 2000 feet of the ship, and 
dropped his bomb amidships. 
Then quickly he fled out of range 
of the antiaircraft. He escaped 
without suffering a direct hit, al- 


though his radio was out. Then 


he ran into a violent tropical 
storm, which further depleted his 
gasoline, 

Just as his motor began to 
cough, he sighted an American de- 
stroyer, and skillfully landed his 
plane on the rough sea. The life 
raft was inflated, but slipped away. 
Lt. Ruch struggled in the water, 
and, just as he was losing hope, 
the raft reappeared. A few mo- 
ments later, the destroyer edged 
up alongside. After five hours of 
suspense, he was safe.

I sat there, thinking about America and 
what Lou had said. Somehow, somewhere, 
somebody had put into operation a moti- 
vating force that made a million people 
want—not need, but want~a DeSoto. That 
want was what brought the price down to 
where .a million people could buy a 
DeSoto. I thought: Whoever made those 
million other people want DeSoto cars, 
certainly gave me and my wife a break. 


Let’s go further back than DeSoto, to the be- 
ginning of the automotive industry: 


In 1904, a Packard would have cost you $7,000. 
By 1908, the price average of all cars, with 
some 63,000 bought, was $2,130. And by 1939, 
with nearly 3 million cars bought in that one 
year alone, the price average was down to $613. 


Let’s go back still further. In 1903, when 
Henry Ford first offered a Ford car for sale, 
he asked $950 for it. By 1916, just before the 
rising industrial costs.of World War I, a Ford 
cost as little as $365. And between 1909 and 
1927, 15 million families bought Model T’s. 
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Let’s go back some more, 


From the 1910 $25-and-up seven-piece ladies 
bathing costumes to the streamlined Jantzen 
of 1918 at $8.50 was only the beginning; the 
price was down as low as $4.95 by 1941. 


The Gillette Safety Razor of 1906—patterned 
after the first hand-filed model of stamped 
metal and clock-spring steel—cost $5.00. 
Thirty years later, a Gillette Razor and 5 Gil- 
lette Blue Blades stood you exactly 49¢. 


The postwar Kotex of 25 years back was al- 
most a shocking item to order out loud from 
a druggist—even at 65¢ a box. Today, that box 
of Kotex costs an unembarrassed 22¢—for a 
tremendously improved, standardized, steril- 
ized product. 


Let’s go back still further. Kodaks from $50 
in 1888 to $17.50 in 1936. Box cameras from 
$8 in 1888 to $1 in 1936. Tires from $25 in 
1910, to $15 in 1925, to $12 in 1936—with 
mileage up from 2,500 to 12,000 to 25,000. 
Soup from 25¢ in 1900 to 10¢ list price today. 


More? From 1926 to 1941, vacuum cleaner 
prices came down 19%; electric refrigerator 
prices came down 54%; camera prices came 
down 60%; canned soups 29%, silk stockings 
50%, electric irons 51%, toilet soaps 60%, 
table model radios 79%, 


Want it in dollars-and-cents? Here goes: 


—In 1921, the price average of electric refrig- 
erators was $550. A 1939 model, infinitely 
improved, cost but $169. 


—In 1922, the price average of washing ma- 
chines was $154. In 1939, it was $69. 


—In 1927, the price average of radio sets was 
$125. In 1939, it was $31. 


Thanks to mass wants—not mere needs— 
annual car sales in America jumped from 
63,000 in 1908 to 2,960,000 in 1939. Only 5,000 
refrigerators were turned out in 1921; 1,900,- 
000 in 1939. Only 423,000 washers were made 
in 1922; 1,329,000 in 1939. In 1927, 1,350,000 
radios were produced; in 1939, alone, this 
total had jumped to 9,100,000, 
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But why keep on? There are enough of such 
case-histories to fill this publication several 
times over. Enough to prove, to anybody open 
to reason, that mass demand plus mass pro- 
duction creates lower and yet lower prices. 
So that more and more are bought. So that 
more and more jobs are created. So that mass 
production can thus be stepped-up still higher 
and prices can be kept in a constantly descend- 
ing spiral. 


That's the American economy at work.

All right, all right. So mass production went 
up. So prices came down. So people found out 
about radios and Fords and cameras and all 
the rest. So they: started buying. So what?

Here the difference between 
m private person and government 
cannot be too often stressed, 

It ig a good thing for an indi- 
vidual to put something by for 
a rainy day. For a whole nation 
of individuals to accumulate dol- 
lars, just as you and I would put 
them into a bank, is a very dan- 
gerous thing for that nation. If 
all of us spent alr our income 
every year for goods and services, 
then we would never have a de- 
pression. Such spending would 
generate production and jobs. 


But we won't do this, for many 
reasons, and money tends to ac- 
cumulate.

HE Missouri is the mad elephant of 
T rivers. Once a year and sometimes 
oftener it comes charging out of the 
mountains of Montana through the. fertile 
Middle West in a roaring, insane torrent 
that overwhelms farms, railroads, towns 
and humans. Homeless families sleep in 
schoolhouses and churches until the water 
subsides and they can return to look at 
the ruin of their lives. Some manage to 
start over again; others surrender in the 
face of a disaster that seems to delight in 
repeating itself. The two floods of 1943 
did damage estimated at 63 million dollars. 
Army engineers perform prodigies in a 
technical battle they can never win. They 
widen channels, build jetties, construct 
dikes. But when the inevitable floods come, 
the massive jetties are crushed, the fertile 
lands along the river banks are denuded 
to’ fill the channels with silt and little 
towns bury their dead with the ‘silent fatal- 
ism of habit. 


Water for Irrigation 
Needed in Upper Reaches. 


In the upper reacheg of the river, United 
States Reclamation engineers struggle with 
the problem of getting water for irrigation 
on arid acres to be used for settlement of 
returning servicemen and demobilized indus- 
trial war workers. In Montana and the 
Dakotas, water means the life of the coun- 
try.. But from Sioux City te the mouth of 
the Missouri, Army engineers and interested 
citizens think of flood control and naviga- 
tion. Because of this conflict of interests 
between those who want the water und those 
who dread it, the Missouri makes mock of 
the best intentions. It just keeps rolling 
along—often as a murderous force of 
nature. 

The Missouri is a valley of a half billion 


‘acres, comprising one-sixth of the area of 


the United States and taking in a territory 
the size of Germany, France and Italy com- 
bined. It is populated by 11,500,000 people 
along a river course of 2469 miles. It 
starts at Three Forks, Montana, northwest 
of Yellowstone National Park, where three 
mountain streams, the Jefferson, the Madi- 
son and the Gallatin, unite. From there, 
it flows north through the mountains, then 
east across the great plains into North Da- 
kota, then south and southeast until it 
joins the Mississippi 17 miles north of St. 
Louis. Its watershed embraces Wyoming, 
Montana, North Dakota, South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, Colorado, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas 
and Missouri—one of the largest river val- 
leys in the world. 

It directly serves great cities like St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Omaha. Along its 
banks lies three state capitals—Bismarck, 
Pierre and Jefferson City. It taps the cop-

He said the 
joint plan (of the Corps of Engineers 
and the Bureau of Reclamation) rep- 
resented “only a beginning’ in the 
solution of the problems of the Mis- 
souri Valley, and asserted that “a 
single authority, such as the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, over the entire re- 
gion would provide adequate mechan. 
ism for the adjustment of the interests 
of the states and for the planning and 
development of the entire valley.”

In three months’ time 
Pick produced a report based on 50 years 
of surveys in the Missouri Basin. It called 
for a system of 12 dams on the Missouri 
and its tributaries and levees from Sioux 
City to its mouth, at a total

Although the Pick plan was criticized as 
being far from adequate even for flood con- 
trol, the real storm of objection came over 
an obscure p&assage in it, discovered by 
Govs. Moses of North Dakota, Ford of Mon- 
tana and Hunt of Wyoming. This passage 
related to a proposal to deepen the naviga- 
tion channel of the Missouri from Sioux 
City to its mouth, from the present 6-foot 
channel to a standard depth of 9 feet. It 
observed, rather innocently, that the en- 
gineers thought they would need a speci- 
fied amount of the flow of the river for 
navigation purposes. 

The embattled Governors found, to their 
consternation, that the amoufht mentioned 
was practically all the average flow for each 
of the past 10 years. They. raised the 
roof and promptly presented, in self-defense 
and retaliation, an amendment sponsored 
by Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney of 
Wyoming which would reserve to the Upper 
Valley states control of all waters originat- 
ing within their boundaries, 2 


O’Mahoney Amendment 
Defeated in Committee. 


The Bureau of Reclamation maintained 
that the amendment merely gave all states 
a chance to be heard before a project was 
authorized. The Army engineers stated 
flatly that under the amendment any project 
would be ineffective if objected to by any 
affected state. They insisted that the amend- 
ment would give the states power of veto 
over legislation enacted by Congress and 
approved by the President. The amend- 
ment was defeated in committee but will 
undoubtedly be brought up again. 


This really threw the fat in the fire, and 
4the resulting uproar was deafening. The 
Army engineers hastily averred that there 
'was plenty of water in the Missouri for 
‘both irrigation and navigation. The recla- 
mationists objected that if this were true, 
why had the Army been in such a rush to 
get priority on water for navigation. 

The Army engineers declared that if there 
were ever a conflict between irrigation and 
navigation, they wouldn’t dream of standing 
in the way of irrigation. The reclamation- 
‘ists said that was fine and would the Army 
engineers put it in writing? The Army 
‘huffed up at this and asked iff their word 
couldn’t be trusted. The reclamationists 
thereupon decided to mistrust them more 
than ever. 

It was at this juncture that the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch stepped in and said, “Hold! 
| Enough!” The way thi. was going it could 
only end in civil war and, in the meantime, 
the Missouri would be playfully washing 
away half the Middle West. What the 
Post-Dispatch asked was if anybody had 
‘ever heard of the TVA. They said forth- 
| rightly and with no quibbling that the Ten-

ERTAIN doctrinaire radicals regard all economic life in terms 
of what Karl Marx called “class struggle.” 
look upon relations between capital and labor as a permanent con- 
flict in which we can hope,.at best, 


In other words, they 


for an occasional armistice. This 


theory is also accepted, in effect if not in words, by extremists in the 


private capitalist camp who would 


deny the inherent rights of labor. 


Both extremes are guilty of absolutist thinking. In practice, agree- 
ment and co-operation between labor and capital in the interests of 
common goals have been more vital and more real than the class 


struggle. 

The same fallacy of absolutist 
thinking muddies the waters of 
relations between business and 
government. Advocates of state 
domination of all economy of the 
sort who came to the fore in the 
New Deal period regard govern- 
ment as in permanent conflict with 
private enterprise. That assumes 
another variety of class war in 
which one or the other must go 
down in defeat. And again die- 
hard partisans of the laissez-faire 
ideal in effect agree with them, 
since they, too, 


‘look upon busi- 


ness and govern- 
ment as engaged 

in a struggle to 
the death. One 
group wants pri- 
vate enterprise 

to come out tri- 
umphant in this 
tussle, the other 
wants the gov- 
ernment to 
emerge as the 
total master. But 
the thinking un- 
derlying both at- *”; 
titudes is the “ge * 
same, 

I believe that 
we must free 
ourselves from 
this black -and- 
white thinking. 
To conserve the 
constructive and 
useful values in 
capitalism, we 
must not seek to 
freeze it. We 
must not hem it 
in by too many 
taboos and restrictions. Within 
the main pattern of individual 
freedom it must remain resilient, 
adaptable, and thus thoroughly 
alive. The threat against capital- 
ism does not come from just one 
direction, Let us look at this dou- 
ble menace, 


First, there are those ultra- 
conservatives who are alarmed by 
change, any sort of change, and 
hence would turn back the clock 
of history. They would block the 
inexorable forward march of labor 
unionism, and would restrict gov- 
ernment to the more primitive role 
it played in a more primitive day 
and age. Whatever the views or 
the motives of such people, the 
plain fact is that they automati- 
cally place themselves in the camp 
of unreasoning reaction—which is 
quite a different thing from intel- 
ligent conservatism, I think that 
the impact of war, fortunately, is 
jolting some of these people out 
of their absolutist attitudes; they 
are becoming fewer in number and 
many of their leaderg are being 
mellowed and tempered by experi- 
ence.

Clamorous Collectivists. 


Second, at the other end of the 
ideological scale are the clamor- 
ous collectivists. Psychologically 
these are one breed, whether they 
call themselves fascists, commu- 
nists, socialists, or super-planners. 
We can leave out of account the 
mere demagogues and power- 
hungry schemers and consider 
only the honest collectivists. In 
recent years they have been espe- 
cially articulate, so that their 
books and speeches, both here and 
in England, are available for 
study. 

Most of them may not agree 
among themselves, Each contrib- 
utes a piece or two to the over-all 
picture of a planned and virtually 
automatic world. From cradle to 
grave, from womb to tomb, life 
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“The same fallacy of absolutist 
thinking muddies 
between 
Government.” 


What every man shall plant or 
manufacture, how much he shall 
use, systems of economic priorities 
and rationing, administered by 
state and national and finally in- 
ternational boards and agencies 
would be elaborated—and presum- 
ably enforced by police action. 
Where the collectivist schemes 
provide a role for private enter- 
prise, as many of them do, the 
risk element is taken out, a fair 
return is guaranteed on invest- 
ment, and markets are assured in 
advance. 

Most of these 
collectivists are 
well-meaning 
and idealistic. 
They are s0 con- 
scious of the un- 
savory by-prod- 
ucts of the cap- 
italist way of 
life that they are 
blind to its ac- 
complishments 
and blinder still 
to its unexploit- 
ed potentialities, 
In their annoy- 
ance they would 
throw out the 
baby with the 

* bath water. 
Even the sorry 
record of phys- 
ical degradation, 
moral bankrupt- 
cy, terror, and 
war in the coun- 
tries which have 
tried collectiv- 
ism and state 
dictatorship does 
not frighten 
these theorists. They find ex- 
cuses and fool themselves into be- 
lieving that the American version 
of the totalitarian life will be dif- 
ferent, more palatable. 

I am convinced that I speak for 
the great majority of Americans 
in insisting that there is a middle 
ground of reality somewhere be- 
tween these extreme threats to 
our traditional life. Call us pro-* 
gressives, or liberal progressives, 
or conservative liberals—such tags 
have lost their old meanings in 
the present crisis of growth and 
change. Whatever the tag, we 
deny that America faces a choice 
between a congealed old order and, 
some experimental new order. 


Believe in Middle Way.. 


On the contrary, we feel that 
those who narrow down the choice 
between such repugnant extremes 
are dangerously confusing the is- 
sue, 

We believe in the middle way: 
the way of realistic adjustment 
between old-style laissez-faire cap- 
italism and current economy. We 
reject rule-of-thumb  absolutist 
thinking from any political direc- 
tion. Robert Moses, the well- 
known New York park commis- 
sioner, recently wrote that “the 
American is too shrewd and hu- 
morous to be a fanatic.” I think 
he is eminently right, It is an- 
other way of attesting our com- 
mon sense. 

We prosper best under the free- 
dom of give-and-take. Americans 
will accept collective action 
through their government but only 
to achieve purposes which cannot 
be achieved by private capital. 
They ascribe no wonder-working 
talents to government. They will 
sacrifice no portion of their treas- 
ured individual freedoms to com- 
pensate for collective chores. They 
will use all the institutions at 
their disposal to get results, and 
that does not exclude government.

A Venezuelan on Our Diplomacy 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your comment on the resignation 
of Cordell Hull, you spoke of the atti- 
tude of Thomas Jefferson when he was 
the Ambassador in Paris, and you Te- 
marked: “This is the kind of American 
representation we now need abroad, and 
especially at the present time in South 
America.” You state a great truth, 

I am a South American journalist, 
from Venezuela. I- have worked for 10 
years on the dailies of my country, and 
have now come to the School of Jour- 
nalism at the University of Missouri, in- 
vited by the Co-ordinator of Inter-Amer- 
ican Affairs. Naturally I believe that 
I understand South American affairs 
somewhat, particularly the problems of 
their relations with the United States. 

In Latin America there still exist 
certain doubts about the true intentions 
of the United States, Many people con- 
tinue to hold the same doubts they held 
15 years ago when “dollar diplomacy,” 
dangerous to South America, was thé 
policy favored by the Secretary of State 
and the White House. And these doubts 
exist today because a true understand- 
ing between the United States and the 
South American countries has not yet 
been achieved. 

In order to have this understanding, it 
is necessary for the diplomats to leave 
the luxurious halls of the embassies and 
put themselves into direct contact with 
the people so that they may understand 
their sentiments and problems, This is 
the job that the representatives of a 
democratic country like the United 
States should realize “especially at the 
present time in South America.” The 
truth is found in the masses, in the man 
in the street. The diplomacy of the 
closed door, based on “five o'clock teas” 
and receptions for the high life, is a 
false and out-of-date policy, capable of 


causing many grave errors. 
In order to dissolve the doubts that 


still exist in our countries concerning 
the United States, it is vital to have a 
diplomacy more human, more frank and 
more active—a diplomacy that holds 
Thomas Jefferson as a symbol and 4 
teacher.

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Churchill at His Zenith 


Winston Churchill, at 70, stands at the high 
point of a long record of public service. 

Perhaps none of Britaih’s storied statesmen— 
Walpole, the two Pitts, Peel, Disraeli, Gladstone, 
Lloyd George—had a career of more varied mis- 
eries and splendors than her present Chief of 
Government. 

What manner of man is this descendant of 
the mighty Marlborough? Many men have 
characterized the whimsical, whisky-drinking 
Winnie, and no two have talked abont the same 
man; not even Churchill, the masterly military 
historian, in his most persuasive special pleading 
for Churchill, the First Lord of the Admiralty 
in World War I, and particularly as to the re- 
sponsibilities for the Dardanelles failure. 

We have a portrait of Churchill as he was in 
1916—a revealing one. made by David Lloyd 
George, when he was negotiating the coalition 
Government which was to win the war, The 
little Welshman felt, as he says in his “War 
Memoirs,” that Churchill’s “fertile mind, his un- 
doubted courage, his untiring industry, and his 
thorough study of the art of war would have 
made him a useful member of the War Cabinet.” 

But the Tories going into the Cabinet termed 
Churchill “dangerously ambitious” and refused 
to consider him. They admitted that he was a 
man of dazzling talents, but asked why, although 
he had more admirers, he had fewer followers 
than any other prominent public man in Britain. 


‘Their view, as Lloyd George records it, was: 


Churchill’s mind was a powerful machine; 
there lay hidden in its material or its make- 
up some obscure defect which prevented it 
from always running true. They could not 
tell what it was. When the mechanism went 
wrong, its very power made the action dis- 
astrous, not only to himself but to the causes 

-in which he was engaged and the men with 
whom he was co-operating. He had in their 
opinion some tragic flaw in the metal. 


Lloyd George agreed only partly with this 
suspicion, and installed Churchill in the Ministry 
of Munitions, where he was a notable success. 

Churchill’s career in the years between the 
wars was marked by enough strange political 
adventures to have documented the 1916 appre- 
hensions to the Tory taste. His many books dis- 
closed a mastery of the ebb and flow of war, 
its strategy and suffering. Yet it was with re- 
luctance that the Government put this master 
of the art of war in the Cabinet after Munich. 

Then Dunkerque and the fall of France cata- 
pulted him into the Prime Minister’s seat, and 
it remained to be seen whether the qualities of 
his genius would illuminate the darkening night. 

Long remembered will be the battle cry of 
blood, sweat and tears- to which Churchill com- 
mitted the British people in their darkest hour. 
He offered France union with the British nation, 
then helped De Gaulle raise the banner of Free 
France. The Sunday Hitler attacked Russia, 
Churchill, the anti-Communist, proferred Mos- 
cow a war alliance. 

His handling of supremely important military 
decisions, most of which so involve national pol- 
icy that they must be handled at the highest 
political levels, has been masterly, 
him with fathering the Combined Chiefs of Staff 
arrangement by which American and British war 
plans are integrated; it has proved a superb in- 
strument. ; 

Britain’s home front has been well handled, 
though probably by able subordinates more than 
the Prime Minister himself—he prefers to play 
by ear, like our President. But Britain’s food 
rationing has been admirable, her allocation of 
labor most successful. 

Defects there have been aplenty. Churchill 
is adamant to India’s pleas, he didn’t get along 
too well with Stalin, he views postwar Britain 
through darkly conservative eyes, he speaks 
“kindly words” for Franco. These are regret- 
table, and doubtless Britain will seek less jaun- 
diced eyes and younger hands for her rehabilita- 
tion when peace comes. 

Through the four and a half years he has been 
in the seats of the mighty, however, Winston 
Churchill’s qualities have been resplendent—the 
defects the warts on Cromwell, not some tragic 
flaw in the metal of his greatness. 
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A Shudder for Conservationists 

It is with no note of shame that a soldier on 
Saipan relates that he and his comrades are 
luring fish with canned C-ration hash to mass 
slaughter by the detonation of hand grenades.

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When Mr. Roosevelt takes the oath of office 
Jan. 20, will he please pick a nice, mild one? 
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Problem of the Merchant 


In these times of abounding income, says 
Business Week, “the public prefers quality mer- 
chandise, but it will take whatever is available.” 
High and still rising retail sales figures bear 
that out everywhere. 

There is, however, a limit to what the public 
will take. Busirfess Week mentions cloth hand- 
bags with wooden handles which had to be 
marked down from $7.50 to $1 before they 
would sell, the general boycott against padded 
furniture when no springs were to be had and 
against chests of drawers with cardboard bot- 
toms and backs. Merchants have taken a licking 
on. such goods. 

What about the business ethics of ersatz? This 
is no choice between good white and bad black. 
Most merchants from the 10-cent stores on up 
have had to stock goods they would not touch 
if it could be avoided. The question is where 
to draw the line. If drawn too high, current 
sales cannot meet continuing overhead. If too 
low, the reputation for honest goods suffers. 

The ultimate responsibility for the flood of 
substitutes and junk rests, of course, not on 
sellers but on purchasers. People who insist on 
buying things they could forego without undue 


Some credit : 
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hardship deserve what they get and the high 
prices they must pay for it. The best wartime 
purchase is still the investment in the future, 
the war bond and the gavings account. 

Indeed, many merchants themselves would 
prefer it so, There is an element of self-inter- 
est in their generous support of war-bond drives 
—wWhich is not in the least to depreciate their 
patriotism. As it should be, the profit from big- 
volume selling now is largely taken in taxes. 
Taxes will be somewhat lower after the war. 
Merchandise will be better. Quality considered, 
prices will undoubtedly be lower. Money spent 
now will be so much less to spend then. So the 
interest of seller and buyer alike is to keep the 
brakes on buying now. 


Forget Pearl Harbor? 

If it is a crime for a sentry to go to sleep at 
his post of duty, there is guilt somewhere for 
the negligence which left the defenses of Pearl 
Harbor down when the Japanese struck on the 
morning of Dec. 7, 1941. 

The decisions of the War and Navy depart- 
ments not to court-martial Maj. Gen. Short and 
Adm, Kimmel do not alter this fact, for it is un- 
alterable. 

The investigation and report which the Rob- 
erts commission made immediately after the 
Pearl Harbor disaster charged Kimmel and Short 
with dereliction of duty. It also gave strong in- 
dications that indecision and confusion higher 
up played an important part in the debacle. 

The tragic and incredible facts as brought out 
inthe Roberts report are that although the com- 
manders were warned almost daily for a week 
and a half that war was imminent and an attack 
on Pearl Harbor was likely, they never took ade- 
quate measures for the defense of the nation’s 
main naval base in the Pacific. 

The orders they received from Washington 


' were not completely uncontradictory—sometimes 
«giving them what ‘seemed to be carte blanche, 


sometimes restricting them to measures which 
would not alarm the civil population. For this 
confusion, Washington higher-ups are to blame. 

Short and Kimmel reported to their superiors 
at Washington what they had done, and silence 
was taken as consent. For failure to order strong- 
er measures of defense when it was obvious from 
the reports of the commanders at Honolulu that 
the measures already taken were inadequate, 
Washington higher-ups are to blame. 

Why are these higher-ups not named and 
brought to trial? There is the blood of better 
men than they upon their unworthy shoulders. 
Short and Kimmel, said the Roberts commission, 
share in the heavy responsibility. Their trial 
should, be made the occasion for getting evidence 
about those higher up and punishing the guilty. 

Pearl Harbor is not merely a family matter 
for disposal by the Army and Navy in any way 
they please, It concerns every American citizen 
deeply. On that Sunday morning, 2897 members 
of our armed forces were killed. The bulk of 
our Pacific fleet was sunk or crippled; and how 
much this initial defeat prolonged the war, how 
many more lives it cost, no one will ever know. 


The decisions of Secretaries Stimson and For-, 


restal to forget Pearl Harbor—for all practical 
purposes—cannot but arouse the suspicion that 
officials of the Army and Navy are afraid of 
what a trial would disclose. Pearl Harbor must 
be remembéred until the sentries who slept at 
their posts—no matter how exalted their posts 
—are dragged from behind the screen of secre- 
cy and dealt with publicly and in justice. 
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A Pennsylvania manufacturer who urges, 
“Let’s teach the Americans to want to be rich 
again,” has got his “again” in the wrong place. 
As far as most Americans are concerned, the 
correct version would be: “‘Let’s teach the Amer- 
icans again to want to be rich.” 
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Episode in Spoils Politics 
Secretary of State Stockard (a Republican) has 
an explanation for the fact that his department’s 
120 Republican employes have just received pay 
increases, while the 60 Democratic employes do 
not share in this good fortune. All the same, the 


Democratic grumbling has a ring of justification 


which no amount of explaining will silence. 

The complaints are likely to be on the other 
side of the political fence, however, very soon. 
A new Secretary of State—Wilson Bell, a Dem- 
ocrat—will take office next month, with the priv- 
ilege of firing all the now privileged Republi- 
cans and filling up the office with Democrats. 

The episode is instructive, in offering more 
proof as to why Missouri needs a merit system. 
The present pulling and hauling of political par- 
ties in State offices, the firing and hiring and 
favoritism, cost the taxpayers quite a sum, in 
cash and in efficiency, each year. 
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A 17-year-old youth who holds the Bronze Star 
and Purple Heart, a veteran of three cam- 
paigns and honorably discharged from the 
Army, has joined the Navy. Presumably to see 
the world again, 
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Dangers of the Electoral College 

A good way to get an idea of the outworn na- 
ture of our electoral college system is to ex- 
amine its operations. Our readers were enabled 
to do this Friday by an article that traced step 
by step the futile ceremonial of the Missouri 
electors in going through the form of casting the 
State’s vote for the presidency. There are both 
eomical and distressing aspects in this picture 
of the rigmarole necessary to get a President 
elected under the present provisions. 

There is nothing funny at all, however, about 
another aspect of the archaic system: the danger 
that it may thwart democracy by putting in office 
a candidate with fewer popular votes than his 
opponent received. This actually happened in 
1876, and again in 1888. There is also the dan- 
ger that electors may vote for anybody they 
please rather than the elected candidate and 
thus defeat democracy, as anti-administration 
Democrats in several Southern states threatened 
to do before the recent election. 

On both grounds—its obsolete and senseless 
ceremonial and its danger to representative gov- 
ernment—the electoral college should be abol- 
ished. 
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The Argentine Government has taken over all 
the gambling business in the country. Its larg- 
est gamble, however, continues to be its truc- 
ulence toward the United States.

Disease Observes No Boundary Lines 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Spread of yellow fever, caused by migration of mosquito by air- 
plane, illustrates dangers facing health here at home, speaker points 
out; disease-ridden China needs international aid, to protect our- 
selves; human race now is in “frightening propinquity,” he says.

Health is something that all nations 
desire, and no nation by the process of 
gaining it takes it away from another, 
There is not a limited supply of health for 
which nations must compete, Rather, every 
nation by promoting its own health adds 
to the better health of other nations, just 
as by assisting in the public health efforts 
of other nations we protect ourselves. 


Here is a field of common interest to 
the race of man everywhere on the planet. 
Interpreted in broad, positive terms to em- 
brace physical, mental and moral fitness, 
it can be a nucleus of international activ- 
ity which will encourage emulation in oth- 
er and more difficult fields. 


What the League of Nations did in Gene- 
va through its International Health Organi- 
zation can be the starting point and basis 
of a far broader and better-supported work. 


World-Wide Setup Needed 


A world-wide epidemiological intelligence 
system, the standardization of biological 
products, the organized exchange of public 
health personnel to broaden the technical 
outlook and stimulate the imagination of 
health officers, the supplementation of 
public health activity in countries where it 
is inadequate, the development of minimum 
standards of acceptable public health work 
that can be applied on a world-wide basis, 
the creation of commissions of experts and 
international conferences on such subjects 
as malaria, yellow fever, rabies, nutrition, 
housing, rural hygiene, physical education, 
social security—these are only samplings 
of the activities which could profitably be 
pursued, perhaps on a regional basis, by a 
new International Health Organization, 

Work in public health which disregards 
flags and boundary lines has become in our 
generation essential to the safety of the 
human race everywhere. Public health can 
no longer be thought of exclusively in na- 
tional terms. In a world ag closely knit as 
ours, What menaces one country menaces 
all, whether it be disease or disaster. 


Take, for example, the yellow fever situa- 
tion. There has never been any yellow 
fever in India or in the Orient, and con- 
sequently no immunity against the disease 
has been built up, as in Africa and South 
America. India is therefore a tinderbox, 
and a single infected mosquito could break 
down all the barriers of quarantine, vac- 
cination and medical vigilance. 


Disease’ Travels by Plane 


No nation by its own acts alone can pro- 
tect itself from such an overshadowing 
menace. It requires united, co-operative 
action in which boundary lines are over- 
looked and conceptions of sovereignty are 
relegated to the limbo of forgotten things. 

The gambiae mosquito furnishes another 
illustration. For centuries it has been the 
scourge of Central Africa. 

Until 1930 this mosquito was unknown 
on this side of the Atlantic. But a new 
line of planes began to bring passengers to 
Brazil and the gambiae came along, too; 
the terror of that visitation is deeply en- 
graved on the memory of Northeast Brazil. 


This poses a problem which cannot be | 


evaded, The safety of the Western Hemis- 
phere, now within a few hours’ flight across 
a narrow ocean, can no longer be left to 
the uncertainties of a flit-gun campaign. 
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If the Americas are to be protected ade- 
quately, the breeding places of gambiae, 
wherever they may be found, must be eradi- 
cated or controlled. The campaign must 
be carried to the sources of infestation. 
It must be offensive. 


This newly made world which the air- 
plane has tied together has lost its fron- 
tiers. Whether we like it or not, the propin- 
quity of modern life now confronts us with 
inescapable demands for new techniques. 
We are living in the twentieth century and 
we cannot retrace our steps back into the 
nineteenth, Our only hope of survival lies 
in collaboration across boundary lines. 


China Poses a Problem 


The war is going to bring China into the 
forefront among the nations, The relations 
of the United States and the other nations 
with China will be intimate. Easy access 
by plane and ship will promote the flow of 
ideas and cultural contributions back and 
forth across the Chinese border. 


But China has a total of 658 hospitals 
for 460,000,000 people, In the United States 
there are more than 6000 hospitals for 130,- 
000,000 people. In China there ig one well- 
trained physician for every 70,000 of the 
population, whereas in this country there 
is one physician for every 750 persons. 


Even these figures only partially indi- 
cate the magnitude of the need, because 
they do not take into account the fact that 
in China disease is so much more prevalent 
than it is here, and the conditions favoring 
its development are so much more acute, 


Cholera is reported every year in China; 
there were 100,000 cases in 1932, 65,000 cases 
in 1942, 17,000 cases in 1943. Bubonic plague 
had approximately 6000 cases in 1942. It is 
estimated that there are about 6,000,000 
cases of dysentery annually, 90 per cent 


. bacillary, 10 per cent amebic, The estimated 


number of cases per annum of typhoid fever 
is 700,000; of smallpox, 500,000; of diph- 
theria, 360,000; of scarlet fever, 180,000. Ac- 
tive tuberculosis is estimated at 36,000,000 
cases, 8 per cent of the population,

H ow Wars Are Won and Lost 
Is Told in a Historical Study 


“What Makes a War End?’ by Lt. Comdr. 8. A. 
Calahan, U, 8. N. BR. (Vanguard Press, New 
York.) 

Washington and his tattered patriots 
were a defeated army when Lord Corn- 
wallis on Oct. 19, 1781, surrendered at 
Yorktown, this authority says. Cornwallis 
turned over to Washington 8000 soldiers 
and sailors, but the English still had 48- 
000 regulars and 20,000 armed loyalists in 
the field, against 8000 colonists, and many 
of these, war-weary and hungry, were de- 
serting. 

While Yorktown by no means finished 
the fighting power of the British, it did 
come as a staggering. blow to London, 
which had been expecting Washington's de- 
feat. Perhaps it was the backing of 
France, Spain and Holland that gave Wash- 
ington his victory, although his forces were 
unable to continue the struggle. 

i. > « 

Many other reasons are advanced that 
might have prompted England to quit 
fighting, but the oddest is perhaps that of 
political venality. When the war began, it 
was called a Tory war by English Whigs, 
who clamored for peace as soon as the 
breaks turned against the English. “Stop 
the war with America and devote the 
forces and money to defeat France, Spain 
and Holland,” was one of their slogans. 

In his review of the nine major wars in 
the life of this Republic, the author thinks 
our Revolution was the only victory 
achieved by a:nation after it. had actually 
been defeated. 

Lt. Comdr, Calahan contends that Ger- 
many in World War I defeated the Allies 
until starvation caused its home front to 
crack up. It was then that Ludendorff 
urged the German Government to make 
peace, knowing that hunger had under- 
mined the nation. To make matters worse, 
the Allies dropped tons of leaflets over 
Germany, setting forth that Allied larders 
were bursting with food and that German 
prisoners were being gorged with edibles. 
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That peace failed, Calahan says, “because 
Wilson's colossal egotism made him believe 
he was the United States, and what he 
thought and said would be ratified by the 
Senate and the people. Thus, the organiza- 
tion that was to enforce peace and prevent 
war turned into a pompous, ridiculous and 
utterly powerless debating society, which 
gained no more respect than its futility 
deserved.” 

Here is Calahan’s answer to his question, 
“What makes a war end?”: 


He is not licked who from the floor 
Can rise again to fight some more; 
But he is licked who prostrate lies 
Without the power to fight or rise. 


Thus, when this war ends, he urges that 
Germany and Japan be completely dis- 
armed and kept disarmed, regardiess of 
cost and in spite of changing sentiment, 
for 50 years. If that would keep the peace 
for 50 years, the reader naturally wonders 
if world disarmament, as promised for 25 
years, would not prolong the peace.

HE snub, a new counter-revolutionary weapon of Anglo-American 


design, is now being tested in 


Greece. This extraordinary politi- 


cal field piece is designed to bring revolutions to an end by ig- 


noring them. 


The revolution, which is being decimated by the snub, was made 


by a coalition of the liberal, republican and socialist parties, called 


the E. A. M., whose army, the E. 


L. A. S., more than 60,000 strong, 


has been fighting the Germans and Greek collaborationists for the 


past two years 


This revolution, like Spain’s, has 
a generous sprinkling of Greek 
Communists in key positions 
among the republicans. The Com- 
munists claim to be Greeks first, 
republicans next, and internation- 
alists last, but, mistrusting such 
assurances, Britain would welcome 
the return of George II of Glucks- 
burg. 

George was expelled by plebis- 
cite, in 1923, returned to the throne 
in 1935 under the bayonets of Dic- 
tatorn Gen. George Kondylis, with 
Britain's support, and the follow- 
ing year voluntarily deeded full 
Fascist powers to Dictator Gen. 
John Metaxas, 

The E. A. M. wants nothing of 
George again. 

At the moment, Greece’s control 
is divided, in a sort of armed 
truce, between the British garri- 
sons and the E, L. A. S. army, 
with the latter’s small rival anti- 
Communist army, the F. D. E. 8. 
numbering between 5000 to 10,000, 
occupying a corner of northeast- 
ern Greece, 


How Snub Works. 


Here is where the new Anglo- 
American secret weapon comes in. 

The British have invented the 
snub tactic by which they can 
gently uproot the revolution by 
simply behaving as though it had 
never occurred. The main idea— 
in which the Americans, as pas- 
sive Balkan paymasters, concur 
without either agreement, dissent, 
or effective participation—is to be- 
have as though the republican 
guerrillas were never fighting for 
the recovery of parliamentary 
government, but were rather some- 
what undisciplined patriots of red- 
dish leanings, who took a heavy 
loss fighting the Nazis and Ital- 
ians, but never had any concrete 
motives for overthrowing their 
own royalist dictatorship at. the 
same time as that of the Axis. 

Since many liberal as well as 
reactionary Greeks believe that 
the whole popular front is noth- 
ing but a scheme for putting the 
Communists in power, many snubs 
strike the target. 


Disarming of Greeks. 

The two most successful uses 
of the snub have been with re- 
spect to the cabinet’s composition 
and the question of disarming the 
E. L A. S. Although the repub- 
lican army is in physical control 
of seven eighths of Greece, the 
E. A, M. coalition has been cajoled 
into possessing only five portfolios 
in Premier George Papandreou’s 
outsize 23-member cabinet. 

(An Associated Press dispatch 
from Athens today said all cabinet 
members belonging to the E. A, M. 
had resigned in protest against 
the “unilateral decisions” of the 
British commander in Greece call- 
ing for the disbanding of the E. L. 
A. S. army, The British com- 
mander was quoted as saying he 
would “stand by the side of the 
present constitutional govern- 
ment” headed by Premier Papan- 
dreou.) 

When the British reoccupied 
Greece without resistance after 
the Nazis’ successful withdrawal 
into Yugoslavia, the republican 
E. L. A. 8S. was the only tested 
army in the motherland. 

Yet, thanks to the Allied tactic 
of simply snubbing the revolution, 
politically, this army is now being 
persuaded to lay down its arms, 
with its republican aims totally 
unaccomplished, 


Plebiscite Tangle. 

The terms of the plebiscite on 
the monarch’s return are uncer- 
tain. As often as the E. A. M. 
demands that one be held soon, 
the Government defers it with 
full British, and tacit American, 
accord. No legal impediment pre- 
vents George's return at will. 

The snub’s potency igs testified 
daily. In increasing numbers, 
officers walk the streets wearing 
the Glucksburg crown. During 
the war not even the anti-Com- 
munist E. DX E. 8. dared or 
wished to show the crown. | 

Now the two rival militias are 
being disarmed and disbanded as 
“guerrilla forces” under the or- 


ders of Lt. Gen. Raondl M. Scobie, 
British commander in Greece. 

The American policy of unoffi- 
cial isolationism from Balkan 
affairs is,causing increasing un- 
easiness and disquietude, both 
ameng the various groups of 
American representatives here, 
and among the Balkan nations. 

When President Roosevelt, at 
the Tehran conference, deeded 
over the Balkan hegemony to 
Britain and Russia without re- 
taining any influence worth men- 
tioning for the United States, he 
may have committed one of the 
administration's gravest blunders 
in foreign policy. 

In lend-lease aid to itg British 
and Russian allies, the United 
States has supplied more than 
enough to deserve a powerful say 
in Balkan affairs. It has accepted 
the paramount burden of Greek 
and Yugoslav relief. 

When you add to these elements 
the fact that the United States 
Fifteenth Air Force, based in 
Italy, smashed Nazi air power be- 
tween Russia and the Adriatic, 
you have a strategic responsibility 
which has been accepted and 
paid, 

More Americans were lost in a 
single bomber raid against Piraeus 
last: February than were lost by 
British ground forces in the un- 
resisted occupation of Greece. 


The Balkan View. 

What is happening to American 
policy in the Balkans as seen 
from here, is more grave than any 
mere writing off of an investment 
in victory. To the Balkans, it is 
another demonstration that the 
Americans are unwilling to dip 
their hands in the clay of the com- 
~ pattern of security, 

uropeans perceive instantly 
that the United States, by volun- 
tary and willful neglect of Balkan 
readjustments in their political 
aspect, is giving away its poten- 
tially most valuable role: that of 
an honest broker between Russia 
and Britain. 

Some Balkan observers believe 
that the United States ought to 
retain more Mediterranean bases 
than it is already using. Others 
believe that our interests. should 
be defended by more substantial 
investments and less charity. 

The Balkan peoples see that 
the vacuum caused by the disap- 
pearance of France, Italy and Ger- 
many as Balkan powers must be 
filled somehow. 


Greeks Don’t Know Relief Comes 
From United States.

. ATHENS, Dec. 2.— When the 
Greeks heard the British Broad- 
casting Corporation announce “Al- 
lied” landings in Greece’they wait- 
ed anxiously for American sol- 
diers. They still wait, shocked 
that no Americans came. 
To the Greek people, thousands 
of whom can quote the entire At- 
lantic Charter by heart, it seems 
incredible that the United States 
is not going to help guarantee the 
four freedoms, or at least indicate 
a serious interest in the honest 
application of them for Greece. 
On all sidea one hears the ques- 
ion, “Doesn't America care what 
happens to Greece?” 
A great love for and belief in 
the United States, its way of life, 
the liberties and freedoms for the 
common man that it represents, 
are prevalent throughout Greece 
today. This despite the fact most 
Greeks don't know that nearly all 
relief sent here during occupation 
was from the United States. Nor 
do they know that the lifting of 
the blockade was at the insistence 
of the American Government. Nor 
are they aware that the food and 
clothing being sent to them now 
comes largely from the United 
States, 

Yet, Greeks want more from 
America than food and clothing. 


They want an active affirmative 
policy toward their country. , 

The Greeks know very well what 
sphere of influence and power 
politics are but they continue to 
remain under the impression this 
war was to do away with such 
policies. 


WOMEN OF FRANCE 
REGISTER IN GREAT 
NUMBER TO VOTE

PARIS, Dec. 2.—Frenchwomen 
are expected to flock to the polls 
in the February municipal elec- 
tions and to have considerable in- 
fluence on the election. 

Women, enfranchised by decree 
of the Algiers Committee, have 
shown the seriousness of their in- 
tentions by the great number who 
have voluntarily registered to 
vote. The Government, however, 
is automatically registering all 
women when they collect their 
monthly ration cards. 

The last four years have served 
to awaken a large majority of 
Frenchwomen to their civic re- 
sponsibility. Millions have discov- 
ered the limitations placed on 
them by antiquated laws and will 
go to the polis not only in the 
genera] interests of the country 


but also to demand sweeping re- 
forms. 

When millions of Frenchmen 
became prisoners or were deported 
to Germany, the women realized 
how restricted their rights under 
French law were. Unable to sign 
leases, draw oh family bank ‘ac- 
counts, and otherwise conduct 
business, they understood, many 
for the first time, why suffrag- 
ettes had been demanding the 
vote. 

Women already hold seats in 
the Consultative Assembly and it 
is expected that women will | be 
elected to municipal offices in thé 
forthcoming election.

CHUNGKING, Dec. 2. 
HESE are days of great un- 
certainty and apprehension in 
China. The next few months 
may be decisive. They will show 
whether free China is to remain 
an important continental base for 
future operations against the Jap- 
anese, or is to be reduced to mili- 
tary impotence by the invasion of 
its innermost stronghold. 


Unless checked, the Japanese 
offensive in Kweichow will put 
the enemy between two key prov- 
inces—Yunnan ‘and Szechuan— 
with the choice of moving in 
either direction. 


Yunnan contains the great air 
base and supply center of Kun- 
ming and is the gateway to China 
over the Burma road. 


Szechuan jis the food basket of 

free China and the site of the na- 
tion’s capital—Chungking. 
Little wonder, then, that China 
is throwing all it can spare of 
its attentuated military strength 
into the defense of Kweichow. 
But the Japanese have crossed the 
Kweichow border at at least one 
point and claim to be very close 
to two other towns. 


Meanwhile, the Americans are 
doing what they can to assist by 
stepping up the flow of airborne 
supplies to the limit of their pres- 
ent capacity. The Chinese and 
American high commands are 
working in closer co-peration than 
ever before. : 


Kweichow is going to be the big- 
gest of the China war, it is cer- 
tainly the severest. Unfortunately, 
these Chinese armies are not of 
the same defensive caliber as 
those which fought the battle of 
Shanghai. They are what Is left 
after years of retreat, blockade 
and undernourishment. They are 
getting more help now, but it is 
late in coming. 


The situation has developed in- 
to a race between armies and en- 
gineers pushing the road to China 
from northern Burma, and the 
Japanese invaders moving in the 
general] direction of that supply 
road, from southeastern China. 


The more quickly the supply 
road and its accompanying pipe- 
line can be finished, the better the 
prospect for slowing or halting 
Japanese progress. : 

The extent of Japanese penetra- 
tion into southwestern China de- 
pends on how much strength the 
Japanese are willing to commit to 
this operation and how ‘many 
troops they are willing to spare 
for garrisoning their ever-length- 
ening line of communication. 

Prolongation of the European 
war is having serious consequen- 
ces in this country. Had Germany 
collapsed in October as many had 
expected, it is most doubtful 
whether the Japanese would have 
been able to launch this drive. 
Reserves would have been needed 
elsewhere. As it is, the enemy 
has gained precious time to ex- 
pand and strengthen his continen- 
tal bases.

Interpreting the War News 


FOUR PARTS OF BATTLE TEAM 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT

HE more complicated war be- 
T comes—the more essential it is 
that every weapon, every type 


Whether or not the battle for. 


of fighting unit, should be keyed 
into its place in the team, so that 
it not only does its own job well 
but is of maximum benefit to its 
teammates, The greater the pow- 
er of weapons, the less possible it 
becomes for any team to win with- 
out every member of the team 
pulling its full weight. Thus in 
the wars of Napoleon, good infan- 
try could often pull through to 
victory even though badly sup- 
ported by its artillery; but that is 
far less likely today. 

The modern battle team for land 
warfare consists of four main 
members—infantry, artillery, ar- 
mored troops and planes. Only 
when all work together in close 
co-ordination, can maximurn re- 
sults be expected. If for any rea- 
son any member of the team can- 
not put forth its maximum effort, 
then the team as a whole is badly 
handicapped, and the other ele- 
ments of the team suffer dispro- 
portionate losses. 

The basic member of the team 
is the infantry. Without good in- 
fantry, nothing can be accom- 
plished. In defense, second rate 
infantry can hold a well-prepared 
position, but it can do no more 
than die where it is put; it cannot 
withdraw under fire because it 
tends to lose its cohesion when it 
comes into the open field. The 
men do not know how to take ad- 
vantage of cover, they do. not 
know how to make the best use 
of their various weapons in the 
mutual support of small groups 
(squads and platoons) which is 
the basis of infantry tactics. Nor 
can second-rate infantry’ be used 
for the counterattack which isthe 
heart and soul of elastic defense. 
In attack, it is upon the success 
of the infantry that all else de- 
pends; only good infantry, well- 
trained, well-equipped and well- 
led, is able to overcome the tre- 
mendous opposition which the 
power of modern defense opposes 
to the attacker. 

Understanding of Weapons. 

Not only the commanders of 
units, large and small, but every 
private as well must understand 
the various classes of weapons 
which his team uses and those 
which may be used against him, 
and how to make the best use 
of what he has while taking ade- 
quate measures to protect himself 
and his comrades against the en- 
emy’s efforts to destroy him. 

But the best infantry cannot 
advance against the power of the 
modern defense unless it has some 
sort of fire support which is ca- 
pable of knocking out the enemy’s 
strong points, which can reach 
from afar to smash enemy auto- 
matic weapons behind cover, and 
which can break up the obstacles 
with which the enemy seeks to 
obstruct the movement of the at- 
tacking infantry and hold it un- 
der prepared defensive fires. This 
is the task of the artillery and 
of the supporting air force. The 
artillery can do this job well when 
it can be registered on its targets 
by observers who can see the fall 
of the shots and adjust the fire 
by immediate correction. Some- 
times these observers must be in 
the air to do this; sometimes they 
can be on the ground. Under 
proper conditions of observation, 
and within its limitations of 
range, artillery can bring a heav- 
ier volume of sustained fire to 
bear on a given objective than the 
air force. The great advantage 
of air power in close support of 
ground troops is that the pilots 
can see what the enemy is doing, 
and thus make timely and intelli- 
gent use of their weapons; the 
airplane can often be attacking 
an enemy installation or an en- 
emy unit in motion long before 
artillery fire could possibly be reg- 
istered on the target. Moreover, 
air power has a much longer 
range than artillery; it can attack 
enemy objectives which are out of 
reach of the guns, but which may 
be of vital importance in the

self, nor even protect its own 
bases, as we have discovered to 
our cost in China. And infantry 
cannot move rapidly once it leaves 
its trucks and goes into action on 
its feet; it cannot always cross 
fire-swept zones, or dash forward 
to take advantage of an opportu- 
nity, or after a break-through con- 
duct the pursuit by which the 
fruits of victory are garnered. 
These are tasks which must be 
performed’ by armored troops, the 
cavalry of modern war, combining 
fire power and mobility to the 


highest degree, capable of exploit- 


ing the accomplishments of the in- 
fantry or giving it quick support 


in emergency, but, like it, requiring 


the aid of air power and guns to 
realize the fullest measure of ac- 
complishment. And more often 
than not the armored troops must 
work closely with the infantry, so 
that the latter may detect and deal 
with enemy antitank weapons. 


It is in the development of this 


four-way teamwork that the Amer- 


ican Army in Europe has excelled. 
We have come a long way from 
Kasserine Pass or ever the beaches 
and hedgerows of Normandy; and 
we 
over the enemy in the numbers 


and quality of our men and weap- 


ons. Our chief truoble is bad 
weather, which sometimes deprives 
us of one member of our team, 
the close-support airplane, and 


which cuts down the effectiveness 
of our armored troops and even of 
our infantry. Other disadvantages 


are our distance from our bases, 


which puts a heavy burden on the 
supply services; shortages of criti- 
cal items in home production, no- 
tably at the moment in ammuni- 
tion; and the considerable number 


of new troops which are going into 
action and which must learn their 
jobs in the hard school of experi- 
ence, 


German Problems. 


But while we hear a good deal 
of these difficulties of ours, we 
should remember that the Ger- 
mans’ difficulties are far greater. 

He has short supply lines, it is 
true; but to make use of them he 
must have gasoline and oil, of 
which our strategic air power is 
depriving him in great measure, 
and he must keep his railways 
operating, which is difficult for 
him under constant air attack. 
His fighting team is deficient in 
two of its members—air and ar- 
mor, in both of which he is pain- 
fully short. His artillery is good, 
but much of his infantry is of 
poor quality and not all of it is 
well trained. His worst handicap 


is one which does not trouble us 


at all: A shortage of man power, 
the inability to replace losses. 


We have a good, smooth-work- 
ing, well-organized battle team, 
complete in all its parts, capable 
of maximum effort because it is 
capable of the closest sort of co- 
ordinated effort. Behind our team, 
we have adequate reserves of man 
power to keep the team at full 
strength, and adequate material 
resources to keep it supplied with 
weapons and munitions. Bad 
weather may delay us. Shortages 
due to human failure in foresight 
or performance may cause us dif- 
ficulty. There may, probably will 
be, setbacks and disappointments. 


But we cannot lose this war— 
and the Germans cannot win it. 
They can stave off defeat, then 
can make it cost us a little more 
by determined resistance, but they 
cannot do more. For them, there 
is no future but the future of de- 
feat. For us, there is the assur- 
ance of victory, and the tremen-

LONDON, Dec. 2. 
ITTLE scraps of evidence are 
emerging here and there to in- 
dicate that the British gov- 
ernment is stiffening its attitude 
toward Franco Spain. 

This by no means implies in- 
dorsement of the fulminations of 
the left. Rather, in the face of 
increasing public clamor from 
many parts of the world that 
“the Generalissimo must go,” it 
seems to be a quiet effort to 
search for a formula for peace- 
ful transition from dictatorship 
to democracy. 

Today’s London Times carries a 
long article entitled, “Spain in the 
Doldrums,” which is pregnant 
with facts and significance. Now 
the Times, one of the most in- 
fluential newspapers in Britain, is 
not, strictly speaking, a “govern- 
ment mouthpiece,” but it consist- 
ently reflects high official opinion, 
sometimes even moulds it, and 
almost never runs counter to it. 

The meat of the Times article 
is this: 

“Today Spaniards feel that a 
return to normal economic and 
social conditions is urgently need- 
ed for both national and inter- 
national reasons. This feeling is 
by no means confined to people 
of left wing or liberal outlook... 
unhappily, the unorganized - state 
of the opposition, inevitable under 
a dictatorship, and the intense 
bitterness of the feelings generated 
by an unintelligent policy of re- 
venge, give some appearance of 
truth to the dilemma of ‘Franco 
or the civil war.’ 

“On the other hand, it seems 
certain that the longer a change 
is postponed, the more violent it 
will be, and many responsible 
Spaniards believe that continu- 
ance of the present regime will 
lead inevitably to civil war. 

“To avoid this calamity is the 
chief concern of nearly all Span- 
iards, regardless of their political 
sympathies. In the last eight 
years Spain has known revolution, 
civil war, red terror and white 
terror. It is not, therefore sur- 
prising that the majority of its 
people desire nothing so‘-much as 
a period of assured and stable 
progress,” 

“It is to Britain that they look 
as the symbol and embodiment of 
this middle way. They have no 
wish for foreign intervention in 
their domestic affairs and, indeed, 


such intervention could only dis-! 
credit those whom it was intended | 
to benefit; but they believe that! 
if Britain remains loyal in its'| 
every word and deed to its tra-/ 


ditional role as the champion of 
tolerence and liberty, 
fail to have a strong and bene- 


ficial influence on other countries # 
and it will in particular, contribute

The United States requires an 
informed public opinion to carry 
on a constructive and vigorous 
foreign policy. The executive and 
legislative branches of our govern- 
ment cannot undertake success- 


fully any radical departure from 
the traditional course of the past 
unless the people of this country 
fully understand the why and the 
wherefore of every step taken by 
their government. They must 
equally comprehend the reasons 
for the policies pursued by foreign 
governments, and the true aims of 
those governments, They must be 
able, through such knowledge, to 
see clearly for themselves where 
the true interests of this country 
lie, 

I was given the opportunity a 
few days ago of seeing at first 
hand how the citizens of two of 
our greatest cities in the Middle 
West are attacking their share of 
the solution of this problem. The 
impression I brought away could 
have been neither more stimulat- 
ing nor more encouraging. 


Cleveland Council Is Aid. 


In Cleveland, the major respon- 
sibility has been assumed by the 
Council on World Affairs. Found- 
ed in 1923 under the presidency of 
Newton Baker, and now under the 
leadership of Dr. Brooks Emeny, 
the organization has today an ac- 
tive membership of nearly 4000. 
It provides the public with at least 
35 lectures on world affairs each 
year; it conducts weekly or bi- 
weekly discussion groups for men 
and women, as well as frequent 
radio programs; it holds occa- 
sional meetings of outstanding ex- 
perts to discuss special aspects of 
international affairs, and it makes 
available its library and technical 
services to the high schools and 
colleges in its neighborhood. 

What is perhaps of peculiar im- 
portance is its eonsistent effort to 
bring the information which it has 
available, as well as properly qual- 
ified speakers to impart this infor- 
mation, to all of the communities 
in its neighborhood. With the 
strong support of industrial and 
labor leaders, of all of the press; 
and of the state and municipal 
authorities, tife Cleveland Council 
on World Affairs is doing an out- 
standing piece of work in helping 
to make democracy work, 


St. Louis Work Valuable. 


In St. Louis no such organiza- 
tion as the Cleveland Council as 
yet exists. But the St. Louis Win- 
the-Peace Forum, founded recent- 
ly, and carried on under the tire- 
less and devoted leadership of F. 
R. von Windegger and hig asso- 
clates, is rhaking available to the 
people of St, Louis the facts they 
need to know in order to reach 
an enlightened conclusion with re- 
gard to the foreign policy which 
should be pursued by their Gov- 
ernment. Here also the support 
'given by such liberal and powerful 
newspapers as the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch, by other civic groups 
and by the local authorities has 
proved invaluable. 

In both of these great cities the 
success of thesé activities is large- 
ly due to the fact that the initia- 
tive has come from within the 
communities themselves. The or- 
ganizations set up were brought 
into being because leaders of opin- 
‘lon in these cities recognize an 
obligation to offer to their fellow- 
citizens, as wel] as to obtain for 
themselves, all information avall- 
able with regard to international 
relations. The creation of these

need.

Undoubt- 
edly, similar organizations will 
eventually meet the challenge if 
they are not already doing so, 
in many other localities.

It is equally necessary for our 
Government to give public opinion 
a clearer interpretation of the rea- 
sons for American foreign policy 
than that which hag been offered 
in recent years. 


It is hardly necessary to stress 
the fact that no Government can 
profitably ventilate the details of 
its negotiations with foreign Gov- 
ernments while the negotiations 
are actually in progress. But the 
Government of the United States 
can advantageously explain to the 
people the basic reasons for every 
development in the policy which it 
is following. It ig in the interpre- 
tation of its policy where an -au- 
thoritative clarification from a re- 
sponsible spokesman for the Gov- 
ernment is especially needed. 


For More Information. 


There’is much: to commend the 
suggestion which has frequently 
been made that the Secretary of 
State, or one of his policy-making 
assistants, should periodically an- 
swer questions regarding foreign 
policy on the floor of the House or 
of the Senate. 


The Secretary of State, or a 
policy-making officer of the State 
Department, should hold at least 
once a week background or “off 
the record” conferences with rep- 
resentatives of the American press 
and radio, Such meetings are in- 
valuable in affording these agents 
of the public an accurate estimate 
of the reasons for the foreign 
policy our Government is follow- 
ing. 

In the same way the Secretary 
of State, or one of his assistants 
who is carrying out policy, should 
speak to the country by radio with 
considerable frequency to inform 
the public of major issues in our 
foreign relations. Only those who 
are actually conducting our nego- 
tiations and shaping our policy can 
effectively clarify in the public 
mind the salient questions which 
our country faces. 


Finally, it would be exceptionally 
helpful if policy-making ‘ officials 
of the Department of State were 
to meet every few months with 
the leaders of the organizations 
which are carrying on the work of 
clarifying world affairs in various 
parts of the country so that these 
may be personally informed of the 
policies which our Government fs 
following, of the reasons for those 
policies and of the trend of events 
in the international sphere. 


What is of supreme importance 
today is for every citizen to realize 
that his government's foreign pol- 
icy will shape his individual life 
now and perhaps even more in the 
years to come. His ability to un- 
derstand the complex problems 
which our country confronts and 
to decide whether he approves or 
disapproves the nature of Ameri- 
can foreign policy will be greatly 
increased if his Government does 
more to explain that policy to him 
than it has done hitherto,

WASHINGTON, Dec, 2—lIt will 
neither do to exaggerate the effect 
of the bombing of present-day 
Tokyo and to picture it as a tinder- 
box nor to minimize it and com- 
pare it to great European cities;

bombings, because Tokyo by the 
very nature of its construction is 
a unique mixture of Eastern and 


Western architecture. 

I lived for 16 years in Tokyo, 
until the end of 1940, and can 
therefore claim a real knowledge 
of the city both geographically and 
as regards its construction. 


Rebuilding Never Completed. 


Tokyo is not today the tinder- 
box it was when the great earth- 
quake of Sept. 1, 1923, destroyed. 
seven-tenths of the city, mostly by 
fire, killing 68,000 persons and 
making more than 1,500,000 home- 
less. But the ambitious plans made 
at that time to build a great mod- 
ern city that would not again be- 
come the prey of siuich a vast con- 
flagration failed to materialize 
more than partly. E

section. The Imperial Hotel, built 
by an American architect, Frank 
Lloyd Wright, attracted much at- 
tention because it was the only 
large building in Tokyo to emerge 
unscathed from the earthquake. 
The Prime Minister’s residence 
was, therefore, built as a replica 
of the Imperial Hotel. There may 
be 200 concrete buildings in Tokyo 
and vicinity now, but this is only 
a very small fraction of the total 
number of buildings in the city, 


Bulk of Frame Buildings. © 


Certainly the bulk of Tokyo's 
population is housed in the typi- 
cal Japanese frame bungalows or 
two-story dwellings. Some of these 
display a misleading front, for 
they give the appearance of being 
stone buildings, whereas they are 
only frame houses with a thin 
stucco exterior front. This is true 
of many of the stores along the 
Ginza, Tokyo’s main street. 


The concrete buildings are well 
known to Tokyo citizens, They in- 
‘lude the building of the Diet, or4 
parliament, on a hilltop dominat- 
Ing the city. American flyers can- 
not fail to notice it and its square 
tower should be as distinctive 
signpost as Mount Fuji. There is 
ihe Marunouchi building, a big of- 
fice structure right opposite the 
Tokyo station, the Central Post- 
office across the street from the 
Marunouchi building, the Central 
Felegraph and Telephone offices, 
2 stone’s throw away, the build- 
ings formerly occupied by the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, 
in the same area, the Mitsui 
Gomei Raisha, the main office of 
the big capitalistic interests some- 
what further along the canal, the 
Mitsuikoshi department store ad- 
loining it, the Matsupa and Skiro- 
kiya department stores on the 
Ginza, the newspaper Asahi, back 
slong the canal and the JOAK 
radio station.

Older Buildings. 


Then there is the secondary cate- 
gory of older brick buildings of 
a very doubtful resistance. They 
include for instance, Tokyo sta- 
Sion, the War and Navy Ministry, 
the Tokyo Club, the former Diet 
Building, the official residence of 
the president of the House of 
Peers, the Foreign Office, etc. 


The Japanese are, of course, 
thoroughly aware of what is hap- 
pening in Germany. Their diplo- 
mats in Berlin and consular offi- 
ters in Germany have been able 
to give them firsthand accounts 
of the Allied bombings of German 
tities which can have left them 
with no doubt as to what is in 
store for Tokyo and other Jap- 
anese industrial cities such as 
Yokohama, Osaka, Kobe and Na- 
goya. Reports reaching here indi- 
rate that the Japanese Govern- 
ment has evacuated approximate- 
‘ly one-fifth of the population from 
Tokyo. and that new firelanes have 
been constructed through the city 
by demolishing thousands of 
houses.

Both the Army engineers and 
the Reclamation people have 
agreed that reconciliation of the 
plans could be worked out in a 
practical way, but the prospects 
of collaboration seem less promis- 
ing when Congress is reached. 

In the House, the various phases 
of river-basin development are 
handled by three committees: 
Flood Control, Rivers and Har- 
bors, and Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion. In the Senate, the Com- 
merce Committee handles both 
flood control and navigation mat- 
ters, but there is a separate com- 
mittee on irrigation and reclama- 
tion. The Bureau of Reclamation 
is under the Secretary of the In- 
terior, and the Army engineers are 
under the Secretary of War. 

This was confusing enough 
without the complication of the 
O’Mahoney amendment which en- 
joyed the sponsorship of 21 other 
Senators and flew in the face of 
the United States Supreme Court 
decision in the New River case 
in 1940, which gave Congress 
widely extended rights over the 
navigable streams of the country. 

On Aug. 18 of this year, the 
problem was placed on a new 
level by Senator James E. Murray 
of Montana, who introduced a bill 
in the Senate to create a Missouri 
Valley Authority. It followed 
closely the original TVA bill but 
offered additions that had been

Along the banks 
gave special tone to Senator 
Murray’s words, however, was the 
viewpoint from which he surveyed 
the problem. 

“Mr. President,” he said, “it is 
clear that the job to be done is 
tremendous. It challenges the 
imagination. It throws down the 
gantlet to our engineering skill, 
our scientific knowledge, and our 
know-how as to methods and man- 
agement, ...It is a job for mod- 
ern pioneering on a grand scale 
in the national interest.” 


The introduction of the Murray 
bill has been followed by a simi- 
lar measure offered by Senator 
Guy Gillette of Iowa. On Sept. 
21 of this year, President Roose- 
velt sent a message to Congress 
advocating MVA and asking for 
consideration of other projects on 
the Arkansas and Columbia 
rivers. This has taken the Mis- 
souri Valley problem out of the 
discussion stage into the realm of 
action, 

As a postwar plan for providing 
jobs and stimulating industry, 
nothing else comes even close. 
What has been done in the Ten- 
nessee Valley will pale before the 
the achievements in the Missouri 
if the project is started and car- 
ried through. The Tennessee is 
652 miles long; the Missouri is 
2469 miles. The area of the Ten- 
nessee basin is 41,000 square miles; 
the Missouri basin has an area‘of 
529,000 square miles, nearly 13 
times das large. ; 

MVA has not, of course, been 
authorized, and no engineering con- 
struction has been ventured;~but 
one may get an idea of the magni- 
tude of the possible plan by study- 
ing the suggestions made in the 
Pick plan and the larger: plan of 
the Bureau of Reclamation. The 
Pick plan proposes 12 new Mis- 
souri Valley flood-control reser- 
voirs, five on the main stem of 
the river, five on tributaries of 
the Republican River in Nebraska 
and Kansas, and two in the Yel- 
lowstone basin. These are in ad- 
dition to 10 already authorized by 
Congress but not constructed be- 
cause of the war emergency. Six 
of those authorized are in Mis- 
souri, 

More Flood-Control Storage. 


The five new reservoirs proposed 
for the main stem of the river in 
North and South Dakota would 
have aggregate storage capacity of 
35,200,000 acre-feet of water. The 
two in the Yellowstone basin would 
store 5,750,000 acre-feet. These 
projects, together with the exist- 
ing Fort Peck (Mont.) reservoir’s 
19,400,000 acre-feet, would provide 
flood-contral storage above Sioux 
City, Ia., of more than 60 million 
acre-feet. : 

The very regimentation that the 
objectors fear may, say the pro- 
ponents of the plan, be a means of 
saving one of our most fruitful 
regions. The Tennessee Valley au- 
thorities have worked hand-in- 
glove with the farmers. 

The Bureau of Reclamation’s 
plan would store 35,446,000 acre- 
feet in the upper main stream and 
the upper tributaries. This plan, 
however, includes many other ir- 
rigation reservoirs, with aggregate 
capacity of 45,700,000 acre-feet. 
Even the most prosaic individual 
must be stirred by the magnitude 
of such an undertaking. The na- 
tional importance of MVA is obvi- 
ous. In a section where soil ero- 
sion, silted river beds and lowered 
water levels have threatened the 
very life of the land, the harness- 
ing of the Missouri (known as the 
Big Muddy) will be an achieve- 
ment of incalculable value. 

A picture of what may be the 
future for the Missouri Valley may 
be suggested by what Benton J. 
Stong, editor of the National 
Union Farmer, has to report on 
the TVA. “I saw the enormous 
success of TVA in an alfalfa 
patch,” he writes. ‘“‘When I knew 
it nine years ago, it had been a 
‘shotgun cornfield’—so steep that, 
according to local legend, the 
farmer planted it by shooting seed 
into the field from the opposite 
hillside. Then it had been one of 
those deeply gullied wastelands, 
thick with underbrush and tiny 
streams that carried away the lit- 
tle remaining soil. But when I 
saw the field this month, it was 
covered with a green blanket of 
alfalfa and. blue grass, its deep 
scars wiped away and replaced 
with terraces. It was part of the 
55-acre hillside farm of Henry 
Clark, which has been restored by 
TVA phosphate and lime. 

“Ten years ago Henry Clark 
scratched his hillside with a little 
black mare and a sled, and got lit- 
tle more than $200 cash income. 
Last year he cultivated it with a 
tractor, a mowing machine, grain 
drill and other modern equipment 
and took in $4600 from hay, dairy 
products, tomatoes, tobacco and 
poultry. Ten years ago, Henry 
Clark’s home was a cabin. Today 
it is a fine farmhouse with elec- 
tricity, electric range, electric 
washing machine, refrigerator and 
lights. 

“TVA is not a power project. It 
is not an agricultural project. It 
is an integrated development of 
all the resources of an area, in- 
tegrated so that water is har- 
nessed, the lands are restored, the 
minerals are developed, and men 
live a better life. It is a pattern 
that may be developed all over 
America.”

from lack of water in the upper 
valley states. The great jalopy 
exodus from the Great Plains dur- 
ing the drought decade saw 350,- 
000 persons leave their homes in 
the distressed region. The 
amounts unpaid on. Dec. 31, 1942, 
on grants and work relief from 
tthe Federal Government reached 
a total of $1,246,557,087. This ap- 
proximates the estimated cost of 
the Bureau of Reclamation plan. 
It is estimated that 150,000 men 
could be employed, in the immedi- 
ate postwar period, on construc- 
tion sites under the Bureau of 
Reclamation project and an even 
greater number employed in fac- 
tories to furnish materials for the 
dams, canals and jetties. 


Rural Farm Dwellings.. 


The Tennessee Valley is now a 
show window for what electrifica- 
tion can do. Every farm is elec- 
trically ‘lighted and possesses the 
electric devices that make life 
more pleasant and efficient. Here 
is the contrasting situation in the 
Missouri Valley states:

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This suggests eloquently the op- 
portunity for an improved future 
in the Missouri Valley if that fu- 
ture is worked out with determina- 
tion. 

John L. Coulter, former mem- 
ber of the Federal Tariff Commis- 
sion, of Washington, D. C., stated 
in June of this year before a 
Senate committee, that America, 
with its population increasing at 
the rate of a million people a 
year, will have to increase its 
acreage if we are to maintain 
present standards of living. 

“We are at a point now where 
we are importing more products 
of agriculture than we are ex- 
porting,” he said. 

This being so, the MVA or some 
alternative plan for bringing more 
land into cultivation in the Mis- 
souri Valley becomes a national 
imperative. A survey made this 
spring in North Dakota deter- 
mined~ that of some 6300 young 
men from that state in the armed 
services, more than 5500 desire 
to be farmers after the war. The 
survey showed that only 675 now 
have farms and therefore, for 
that group alone, about 4850 farms 
are needed, ! 

Therefore, we need farms, we 
need flood control, we have the 
men at hand for farming. Every 
body acknowledges that the prob- 
lem of the Missouri must be 
tackled, but it is over MVA that 
the big slugfest will come, 


Who Will Pay? 


There arises the question of 
who will pay for MVA. Under 
current proposals, the financing 
will come from the federal gov- 
ernment, but there would be prof- 
its on power and assessments on 
benefits to lands and city proper- 
ties. The Edison Electric Insti- 
tute, representing private power 
interests, maintains that the ulti- 
mate cost of TVA will be one 
billion dollars, or five times as 


much as estimated for ‘he origi- 
nal program, and is expected to 
pay for itself in 60 years, but 
without interest. David E. Lilien- 
thal, director of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, estimates that 
TVA will cost 700 million dollars 
and will be paid off in 30 years. 

In the case of the much larger 
Missouri Valley plan, power will 
be a minor consideration and 
could not possibly pay the total 
cost of the project, But support- 
ers Of the MVA argue that, in 
the public interest, the Missouri 
has to be tamed; that the nation 
will receive great benefits from 
anything that brings greater pro- 
ductivity to the Missouri Valley, 
prevents flood damage and saves 
land under cultivation. 

Although electric power is only 
one phase of MVA (with an esti- 
mated one million to three million 
kilowatts possible), it is quite pos- 
sible that some defenders of pri- 
vate enterprise will swing their 
shillelaghs. MVA is a great chal- 
lenge, the sort of battle that stirs 
the pioneer instincts still in the 
breasts of most Americans. Its 
supporters do not deny that it will 
also be a giant stepping on many 
toes and that outcries must be 
expected. A great deal will de- 
pend on the legislators guiding the 
bill through Congress. There will 
be no George W. Norris to lead 
the fight, as there was in the case 
of the TVA. Great interests will 
be lined up on each side, and 
mighty blows will be struck. 

The people who feel that it 
might be wiser to work out a plan 
between the Army engineers and 
the Bureau of Reclamation have 
found that in Congress it has been 
impossible to get the separate com- 
mittees to sit down together to 
discuss an overall solution. The 
interests of the two government 
agencies are entirely disparate. 


Reclamation people have been 


The successors of the New Deal in 
office will not dump all the worth- 
while advances made in recent 
years, They will not because they 
cannot.

Way of Moderation. 


The very character of our popu- | 
lation makes the way of modera-| 
tion, of compromise, and accom- 
modation almost a necessity. We 
are a people of the most diverse 
racial origins, pretty nearly a fed- 
eration of nations within our- 
selves, and a people of many dif- 
ferent religious faiths. Our cul- 
tural roots are in many soils of 
many continents. Such variety, in- 
cluding every conceivable extreme, 
can be balanced only through an 
average. Americans’ represent a 
tough human alloy—too unyield- 
ing to be shaped by reformers ac- 
cording to preconceived designs. 
They must follow their own des- 
rm 4 which is neither Right nor 


The chief virtue of our form of 
constitutional government — gov- 
ernment by laws, not by men or 
by arbitrary edicts—is that it pro- 


vides wide scope for almost any’ 


variety of economic life. It is not 
committed to untrammeled laissez 
faire, although some of the found- 
ers of our government may have 
thought so. Neither is it com- 
mitted to total state supervision, 
let alone control, of economic 
processes. Our government pro- 
vides the ideal structure for a 
middle-of-the-road type of eco- 
nomic life. 


Our task is not to drive govern- 
ment out of business or business 
out of government. Such absolut- 
ist separation is possible only on 
paper. Our task is to adjust old 
values to new conditions; to cure 
economy and government alike of 
abuses, We shall indeed be un- 
wise if we fail to survey the com- 
mon ground on which old and new 
can meet and blend. That com- 
mon ground is what I have called 
the middle way. 

The American is an empiricist. I 
cannot believe that he will will- 
ingly kick over the economic sys- 
tem that has made us the wealth-

‘Government spending exceed the 
amount that, when added to pri- 
vate expenditures, was needed to 
bring about full employment. For 
'_ purposes of my proposal, this fig- 
‘ure was set at 40 billion dollars— 
the total of all expenditure needed 
ito give everyone a job. (This 
would include Federal, State and 
private expenditures.) There is 


some difference of view about this 
figure, and it is possible such a 
totaf would not be required at 
once. But in the next few years 
it may very well be required. 

The financing of such a full em- 
ployment program as this would 
be a relatively simple matter as 
compared with the difficulties of 
trying to finance a national bud- 
get under conditions of mass un- 
employment. The choice is not 
between adding to taxes and to 
the burden of carrying the na- 
tional debt, but between national 
expenditures in order to obtain 
prosperity and national expendi- 
tures to underwrite depression or 
panic, 

It is not generally realized that 
revenue from taxes in the last 
fiscal year was greater than the 
entire national income in 1932, In 
1932 the national income shrank 
to a mere 40 billions. Last year 
revenue from takes amounted to 
more than 46 billions. Those two 
figures sum up the two approaches 
to the problem of financing full 
employment, 

As a matter of fact, the nearer 


we approach full employment the, 


farther we will get away from 
governmental insolvency, 


In 1939 a national income of 71 
billions yielded 1.3 billions in taxes 
derived from corporations and the 
same amount from direct personal 
taxes. In 1943, the national in- 
come was 148 billions; the corpo- 
rations’ yield was 15.2 billions, di- 
rect personal taxes brought in 20.3 
billions. The national income this 
year will be about 156 billions. It 
is estimated it will yield 16.6 bil- 
lions in revenue drawn from cor- 
porations and 18.9 billions paid by 
individuals. These figures, of 
course, are not al] income from 
taxes but they are representative. 


Increased Income, 


Now the bulk of these tremen- 
dous ‘increases in revenue yield 
was due to the increase in national 
income. It is true that tax rates 
have been drastically increased 
since 1939. But it is true, too, that 
the increases in rates have been 
exceeded, on a percentage basis, 
| by the increases in national in- 
come. 

In order to carry such a na- 
tional debt as this country now 
has it is going to be necessary to 


‘continue to collect considerable 


‘amounts of revenue. As a matter 
of fact,+the President was right 
'in his demand last year for 16 bil- 
lions of additional taxes, and col- 
lections and income this” year 
prove that he was right, But even 
if present rates were continued, 
collections would be more than 
adequate to finance such a guar- 
anteed full employment program 
as is outlined here, It is wholly 
| unlikely that the Government in- 
| vestment required under this pro- 
| posal would ever exceed 10 billions 
annually, and it is likely it would 
‘run well below that figure. This 
|compares with more than the 90 
billions it costs annually to wage 
war. 

| Farmers, industry, business and 
‘Wage earners ought to be able to 
| go ahead confidently with the dif- 
ficult job of quick, smooth conver- 
sion from full employment for war 
to full employment for peace. 

No one can plan a conversion 
until we all know definitely what 
|we are “converting” to. You can- 
not throw a span from the bridge- 
‘head of a wartime national in- 
‘come of 150 billion dollars out Into 
thin air, not knowing how much, 
or how little, the American peo- 
ple are going to have to spend and 
invest next year or the year after. 

Adoption of the amendment 
mentioned at the beginning of this 
article will create the most favor- 
able climate for enterprisers that 
has ever existed in this country. 

No one is going to go all-out in 
investing, or producing or spend- 
‘ing, on vague promises to main- 
| tain “high”—not full, mind you— 
employment, provided we cut taxes 
on high incomes and restore the 
‘'robber-baron economy that led us 
‘to the brink of disaster in the 
1920-33 period.

The money involved in this in- 
surance against a peace panic, 
now or later, is trifling compared 
to the money cost of the war or 
of production lost in a new de- 
pression, In money alone, over- 
looking the millions of blighted 
and blasted lives, we lost more 
than 260 billion dollars in the 1929- 
39 period because we did not pro- 
vide approximately 25 billion 
dollare yearly in productive in- 


vestment needed to 
full employment, 

The war found us weaker 
in man power and materials 
than we would have been if 
we had gone beyond halfway, 
temporizing measures. We would 
have been so strong that the 
war itself would have either 
been prevented or shortened. We 
must not allow ourselves as a 
nation and a people to sink again 
into a state of undernourishment 
from which we can be roused only 
by another threat to our very 
lives, 

There is really no cost at all 
involved in this insurance of full 
employment. We will merely be 
guaranteeing ourselves perhaps 
five to 15 billion dollars of our 
own money to make sure that 
our national income does not fall 
below. the level necessary to main- 
tain -full employment at adequate 
and rising wages and income. We 
will not, for example, drop to the 
100-billion-dollar level assumed by 
General Motors in making its own 
500-million-dollar postwar conver- 
sion plans. 


Farmers’ Stake. 


In the past, we have subsidized 
scarcity and suffered for it. Be- 
ginning now and continuing until 
we can establish a steady, healthy 
circulation of a national income 
throughout our economy that will 
sustain all our pepole in health, 
decency, and freedom, we must be 
prepared to subsidize abundance.

A number of new aviation in- 
struments and improved flying 
aids will be given their first pub- 
lic presentation at the fifth an- 
nual convention of the National 
Aviation Trades Association, which 
opens Tuesday at Hotel Jefferson. 

Several] new light airplane mod- 
els which may indicate postwar 
trends will be demonstrated at the 
second annual meeting of the 
Aviation Distributors and Manu- 
facturers Association, to be held 


in conj ion with the trades 
meetipg. Flight demonstrations 
are gCheduled for next Saturday. 


Ai combined attehdance of more 
than 1500 delegates representing 
independent commercial . aviation 
interests — operators of flying 
schools and services, airport man- 
agers, sales and service agents 
and manufacturers—is expected. 
Approximately 150 delegates may 
fly to St. Louis in their own 
landing at Lambert-St.

L HASA was near, and the jour- 
ney was easier. For 15 miles, 
I ‘floated down the Brahma- 
putra in a yak-skin boat. It was 
a clumsy, boxlike affair made of 
four yak hides, sewn together and 
stretched over a frame of willow 
saplings. It looked awfully frail, 
at first, but my confidence grew 
as we bobbed through the rapids 
without incident, 

The boatman, a leathery-faced 
Tibetan, in ragged, homespun 
woolens, guided the boat--if you 
can call it that—from the stern

boat is good only for downstream 
work, At his destination, the boat- 
man takes his craft from the 
water, balances it on his back and 
trudges with it back along the 
riverbank to his starting point. 
One day down, three days back 
that’s the routine. 

We had a bigger passenger list 
than I expected. Various pilgrims, 
attracted, no doubt, by the power 
of our passport, had attached 
themselves to our caravan en 
route. Now they converged on my 
yak-skin liner for a free ride 
downriver. It gave me a chance 
to get acquainted. 

Among them were a Tibetan 
monk and a Chinese trader, both 
on a pilgrimage, so they said, to 
the shrines of Lhasa. They 
chanted prayers all the way down- 
river. The boatman kept time to 
the rhythmic intonations, “om 
mani padme hum!” “om mani 
padme hum!” I was soon chant- 
ing it myself. 

Drifting along this 
flanked waterway, under a blazing 
sun, we passed much of interest. 
A great monastery crowded the 
water’s edge. Others hugged the 
hills. Villages stood in the ter- 
raced ravines, where flourishing 
crops of barley and wheat were 
watered by melting snows on the 
higher peaks. There were ruined 
forts, crumbling watchtowers and 
Buddhist monuments, some of 
them relics of Tibet’s earliest 
historical epoch of small warring 
principalities, 

At points where the shoreline 
took some strange configuration, 
or where the river broke into rap- 
ids, there were the inevitable 
prayer-flags. And every so often, 
a procession of what appeared to 
be huge, two-legged beetles could 
be seen moving along the shore. 
They were simply boats like ours, 
being carried upriver, but they 
enhanced the out-of-this-world il- 
lusion that you often get while 
traveling in Tibet.

N early afternoon, we reached 

another of those high-perched 

forts, or “dzongs,” so character- 
istic of this country. At its base 
was the village of Chu-Shui, where 
we were to put up for the night. 
Lhasa was only a day and a half 
away, up the flat, gravelly valley 
of the Kyi Chu, one of the Brah- 
maputra’s tributaries. Our boat 
could go no farther.. Such boats 


can come down the Kyi Chu, but | 


they cannot go up. -.: 

Later, on leaving Lhasa, I was 
to make that 30-mile water trip. 
On that occasion, we had an extra 
passenger in the shape of a sheep. 
On the overland up-trip, the boat- 
man carries the boat, but the 
sheep, jogging faithfully behind, 
packs his master’s food and bed- 
ding. 

As we neared Lhasa on fresh 
horses, we encountered numerous 
evidences of our approach to what 
Tibetans call the “City of the 
Gods.” Cairns of stones and rock 
inscriptions become more fre 
quent. The words “om mani 
padme hum’’—“hail! the jewel on 
the lotus’’—have been chiseled for 
eternity into thousands, perhaps 
tens of thousands, of rocks in 
Tibet by worshipful Buddhists 
seeking merit.

of Lhasa. 

To assist me as guide and inter- 
preter, the Foreign Office assigned 
a young English-speaking member 
ofthe aristocracy, George Tsarong. 
He proved an infallible and indis- 
pensable adviser in the complexi- 
ties of Tibetan etiquette. Good 
manners mean much in Lhasa, and 
if you don’t observe the prevailing 
conventions you soon lose more 
face than you can afford. 

Lhasa lies in the neck of a fer- 
tile valley, rimmed on three sides 
by bare mountains running up to 
19,000 feet. The town itself sits 
at an elevation of but 12,000 feet, 
so that for Tibet: its climate is 
reasonably temperate. There is 


‘little rain, less snow, much sun- 


shine. Meadows, parks and fields 
of wheat and barley surround tae 
town. 

In Lhasa, you are never out of 
sight of the Potala, one of the 
architectural wonders of the 
world. To erect this great pile 
even with the primitive tools 
available in Tibet today would be 
a gigantic feat. Several centuries 
ago, it must have seemed a mira- 
cle. The Potala is a sprawling 
fortresslike mass of many hun- 
dreds of rooms surmounting the 
summit of a low hill, Fifteen 
stories high in places, it appears 
to lean against the hill’s summit, 
and some believe that this is the 
clue to its architectural secret. 
There is no steel in its construc- 
tion. 

Temples, monuments, palaces 
and the mansions of wealthy Ti- 
betan officials also stud the Lhasa 
landscape, but they are all 
dwarfed by the Potala’s vast bulk 
against the regi ager sky.

HASA town is a collection of 
close-packed buildings, inter- 
sected by a maze of narrow, 
tortuous streets. There ig no sew- 
age system, so most waste and 
refuse goes into the street. Dogs 
and ravens’ are the scavengers. 
Were it not for the altitude, Lhasa 
might have a serious disease prob- 
lem. But flies do not thrive at 
this altitude and epidemics are 
rare. 

In the bazaar district there are 
many small shops, stocked with 
the simple needs of the Tibetan 
villager and peasant. Cloth from 
India and brick tea from China, 
brought at great cost across the 
passes, are featured. Gilded im- 
ages and carved silver Buddha 
cases from Nepal sell at cut prices 
alongside similar objects of su- 
perior workmanship from eastern 
Tibet. Out in the street sit road-

them you can buy rugs, donkey 
bells, tea bowls, padlocks, Indian 
matches, holy objects and bullets 
for almost any make of rifle. 

There is no taxi problem in 
Lhasa; there is not a. single cart, 
When you call on a friend or offi- 
cial you travel by horse, even if 
it is for only a few blocks. And 
always, if you are proper, you are 
accompanied by one or more at- 
tendants. You can judge the rank 
of an official by the number of 
horsemen he has with him and the 
splendor of their attire.

I visited the holy places. I toured 
the dark recesses of the great 
temple.

I climbed to the temple of medi- 
cine, where a few score monks are 
being schooled in the lore of herbs 
and incantations. I did the cir- 
cuit of the Potala’s outer walls 
over the sacred way, trodden deep 
by countless Tibetan pilgrims 
through the years. 

The great temple is perhaps the 
holiest place in a country full of 
holy places. Parts of it date back 
over a thousand years. Obscurely 
situated, in the heart of the crowd- 
ed town, it was easily identified 
by the numerous pilgrims pros- 
trating themselves in front of its 
pillared entrance. A monk, carry- 
ing a. one-candlepower butter 
lamp, led me through the cavern- 
ous passages lined with cavelike 
openings.

Mary Leet Pitcairn, Red Cross Worker, Describes 


Scenes Behind the Lines — Lived in Rat-Infested 
Chateau, but Got to See Paris on Her Day Off 


Miss Mary Leet Pitcairn, who has 
been overseas with the American 
Red Cross since September, 1943, 
has described her experiences in 
France in letters to her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Norman Bruce Pitcairn, 
6333 Ellenwood avenue. Miss Pit- 
cairn attended Mary Institute and 
was graduated from the Masters 
School, Dobbs Ferry; N. Y. She also 
attended Mount Holyoke Cdllege 
for one year. She made her debut 
in 1939 and was a maid of honor at 
the Veiled Prophet Ball that year. 
She was with a clubmobile unit in 
England until transferred to France 
last June. Excerpts from her letters 
follow: 


HE beach is exactly like the 

pictures you have seen, strand- 

ed ships, concrete pill boxes, 
cages of German prisoners (their 
uniforms more gray than I imag- 
ined), all types of vehicles landing 
and being driven around, Navy 
and Army working together, evac- 
uation hospitals, many foxholes, 
pup tents, etc. The naval lieuten- 
art I was with got a blanket for 
me and we drove in a jeep about 
15 miles inland. 


It was interesting but grim— 
villages devastated and deserted, 
dusty roads, dirty French children 
and old people who called out 
when they saw me, “La femme, 
o la la! !” The American soldiers, 
rather quiet, serious and tired, 
waved and looked most surprised. 


We drove for about one and one- 
half hours through country just 
recently occupied by the Germans. 
Battle scars were everywhere, 
bomb craters in the fields and 
roads, trees with the leaves blown 
off, barbed wire interspersed 4n 
the hedges, signs everywhere say- 
ing, “Mines cleared to hedges,” 
and German signs gg A of 
mines with red skull and n 
painted on them, deserted Ger- 
man guns and cars. Village after 
village destroyed by shells and 
bombs, rubble everywhere, M. P.s 
directing traffic, road gangs work- 
ing on the holes, group after group 
of Signal Corps men putting up 
and untangling fallen wires, all 
types of convoys and army vehicles 
moving at a surprising speed, con- 
sidering the traffic and the messed 
up roads. Everyone wears hel- 
mets and.carries guns, 

There were numerous jeeps filled 
with correspondents, All the 
French people were waving and 
giving the V for Victory sign, and 
looks of complete sufprise fol- 
lowed by the wonderful GI smile 
from the soldiers when they see 
us. Some of the men blow kisses, 
some give us the smartest salutes 
Eisenhower could ask for, some 
raise their arms in the prize fight- 
er’s manner, most of them wave 
like mad, We have really knocked 
ourselves out just waving as we 
ride along. 


I think the boys are more ap-

preciative of a smile and wave 
from an American girl than any 
number of doughnuts and coffee. 
As they pass they will shout, 
“What state are you from?” We 
have driven miles all over the 
Peninsula and it is always inter- 
esting and exciting, so very much 
to see. Field after field, and 
orchard after orchard filled with 
pup tents, field and evacuation 
hospitals, prisoner of war Camps, 
depots, supply dumps and water 
points. 


First Home. 


We were taken to what must 
have been a very lovely French 
chateau. A little dirt road leads 
into it lined by thick rhododen- 
dron bushes. The place is quite 
run down and overgrown, and just 
recently deserted by some German 
officers. The chateau is of gray 
stone with white shutters. Some 
peasants, who were formerly the 
caretakers, live in one half of the 
house and they had cleaned the 
other half for us. There is an odd 
assortment of hens, ducks, hound 
dogs and a cat which wander all 
through the downstairs rooms of 
the house and around the outside 
in typical French fashion. 

There are traces of the former 
occupants of the house in empty 
cognac bottles, German names in 
the rooms, the round German fox 
holes all around the house, These 
are quite different from our fox 
holes and much harder to see, 
especially from the air, They are 
deep enough for a man to stand 
in and almost hidden by grass 
surrounding the hole. Two wooden 
barracks had been built too, so we 
are using them for storerooms. 
As soon as we arrived we sat 
down in front of the house and 
ate K rations for lunch. 


Press Party. 


About 15 of us drove tea the city, 
where ARC has its headquarters 
and where the Press Club was 
giving a party for Red Cross girls. 


The press has taken over a most 
attractive house right in the heart 
of the city. They had a very elab- 
orate buffet supper, including cold 
lobster and a heavenly French 
pastry. There was an assortment 
of people there, lots of Navy, some 
engineers, numerous British cor- 
respondents as well as American. 
They had a small orchestra from 
an engineer group. Most of the 
people were just sitting around 
talking 

As » sll as I arrived, an Ameri- 
can correspondent came up and 
brought me a drink and intro- 
duced himself as “Middleton of the 
New York Times.” I was thrilled 


to death, as I guess he is one of — 


the best known newspaper men in 
America. A friend of his joined 
us, Mallory Brown of the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. He is ap- 
parently quite well known, too, 
and went to Principia, Princeton 
°28, and married a St. Louis girl. 


Hospital. 


Tuesday, we served at an evac- 
uation hospital. These tent mo- 
bile hospitals are really remark- 
able. Right in the same tents and 
‘mixed in with the soldiers were a 
number of French children and 
young boys. Our soldiers seemed 
to enjoy the children especially. 
One small boy about seven had 
picked up a phosphorus hand 
grenade which had sprayed all 
over him and severely burned him, 
Another little girl had an 88-mil- 
limeter hit her knees, and a 
French boy about 22 had some 
shrapnel hit his spinal column 
and paralyze him. I spent most 
of the afternoon with the surgical 
patients. One boy was crazy 
about music and could not hear 
the P. A. system on the Clubmo- 
bile very clearly, so I lent him 
our little portable which we also 
have on the Clubmobile, 

In these hospitals the men and 
officers are all together, which is 
nice. One French boy (about 18) 
was having hysterics and the ward 
boys were rubbing his back with 
alcohol and trying to quiet him. 
I gave him a piece of “American 
gum” and he became completely 
absorbed and chewed like mad in- 
stead of screaming. 


Day Off. 

Today, we have off. I remade 
my bedroll, which involves airing 
it in the sun, washing my sheet 
and pillow case, and sprinkling the 
whole thing with insecticide pow- 
der. Some of the girls have had 
a terrible time with fleas. We 
have the most enormous rats in 
this house. The other night one of 
the GIs killed one with a club 
and it was as large as a cat. I 
nearly fainted ag it was the first 
rat I guess I have ever seen. 

I was startled by the first dead 
German I saw, as he was covered 
with dust which made his uniform 
look brown, and I thought it was

OMORROW night, when you 
T ec to Kiel Auditorium to see 

Moss Hart’s “Winged Victory,” 
you'll see a cast of 300 perfectly- 
trained actors in a play about the 
Army Air Forces that’s been and 
is a smash hit. Many of the cast 
are recognized Hollywood and 
Broadway names, and all of the 
cast is professional. But “Winged 
Victory” didn’t look like a profes- 
sional show, dotted with the big 
time, when it rolled into the Kan- 
sas City station a little past mid- 
night. 
faces at first. 

After a while, when you got used 
to spotting them under rather un- 
usual circumstances, you .got a 
kick out of seeing Edmond 
O’Brien, who played opposite 
Deanna Durbin in “The Amazing 
Mrs. Halliday” and was one of 
Orson Welles’ top Mercury Thea- 
ter stars in the modern-dress “Ju- 
lius Caesar’; you got a similar kick 
out of seeing Lon McCallister, the 
juvenile lead of “Home in Indi- 
ana,” who gets more fan.mail at 
Twentieth-Century Fox than *host 
of the other stars do; Barry Nel- 
son, who’ played with Spencer 
Tracy in “A Guy Named Joe”; 
John Tyers, our own Municipal 
Opera baritone favorite, and*many 
others, 

But if “Winged Victory” didn’t 
look like a professional stage show 
what did it look like? It looked 
like what, in addition to being a 
show, it is. And what it is is a 
tough Army Air Forces outfit, 
trained down to the minute, as 
they say, with broad shoulders, 
washboard waists end perfect dis- 
cipline, You had a tough time 
recognizing the faces, not because 
plastic surgery has been practiced 
on them, but because, instead of 
being the faces of matinee idols, 
laughing and beaming at their 
mobs of admirers, they are the 
faces of GIs at the end of a hard 
trip, tense and tired but alert and 
untroubled. 

Their G. I. clothing and faces 
aren’t the only unusual thing 
about this outfit, which, between 
the 300 of them, would be earning 
about $50,000 a week in civilian 
life. As it is, it is earning an 
average of, well, $19.50 for, Sgt. 
O’Brien, $16 for Cpl. Nelson, and 
$12.50 for Pvt. McCallister. Anoth- 
er unusual feature was that the 
trainload of celebrities came in 
unheralded. A “troop movenient,”’ 
even when it is that of a troop 
which is playing a smash hit, is 
a “secret movement.” You don’t 
know what time it is coming in, 
nor on what track. So there were 
no fans present, . 


* 

NOTHER unusual feature 
was the fact that, with all the 
stars in the show, there were 
no stars in the Army. Top Ser- 
geant was Chester O’Brien, in show 
business, but not as prominent 
as those actors already named, or 
as prominent as many others in 
the cast. Yet he bossed them about, 
and what he said went. By spe- 
cial dispensation, I was on the 
platform when the train came in. 
“Army pride requires it shall 
take 17 minutes to unload them 
and get them into busses to. go to 
their hotels,” said my guide. And 
that’s what I saw done, and here’s 

how it went,

trains you've seen in any station. 

Meanwhile, the top kick con- 
ferred smartly with officers of 
the troop, including Lt. Col. Wal- 
ter M. Dunham, commanding of- 
ficer.

Then the men 
were given permission to come 
out of the train. 

They formed by “flights.” There 
are two actors’ flights, two stage- 
hands’ flights, a chorus flight, an 
orchestra flight, and one techni- 
cians’ flight. The customary com- 
mands were given (columns right, 
form fours, forward march, etc.) 
and the flights singly left the nar- 
row confines of the train platform 
to reform in one long line in a 
wider and more lighted piace on 
an upper level of the station. 


“Hotel sergeants, come on the 
double,” roared the top kick. 

The hotel sergeants ran forward. 
They were given their orders. 

“Flight for Continental Hotel 
this way.” 

Off went the flight for Hotel 
Continental. 

“Flight for Hotel 
the Robert E. Lee... . 

Details of men, while the main 
body of the troops was being as- 
signed and moved to hotels, were 
already unloading the baggage 
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ALLOWED TO FORGET THAT ACTING IS SECONDARY 
TO THE JOB OF BEING A SOLDIER. WELL-TRAINED AND DISCIPLINED, THEY LINE UP FOR 
INSPECTION -IN THE RAILROAD STATION IN KANSAS CITY, 
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cars (1500 costumes are carried, 
five massive turntables for revolv- 
ing stages, a complete stage, nine 
miles of cable, five specially-built 
switchboards weighing two tons 
apiece, 250 trunks, 2000 lights, and 
three miles of rope). These de- 
tails, who'd. “knocked down” and 
loaded the show in Denver prior 
to the “hop” to Kansas City, had 
been sleeping during the afternoon 
and evening; and now would work 
all night and most of the next 
day. It takes about 10 hours to 
unload the train and install the 


show. 
F stopped in the station to the 
time the last men left on pas- 
senger busses, just under 17 min- 
utes had elapsed. You got the 
sense of troops, deliberate but 
speedy, moving up to a front 
at night. And, indeed, the stage 
was the “front” for these troops. 
They battle on those sectors of 
the battlefield known as “home 
morale” and “Army Charities.” It 
is to the second of these sectors 
that the financial proceeds go. 
In a taxi, which thus achieved 
a sort of a status as a staff car, 
we followed one of the hotel 
flights. , 
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The sergeant in charge of the 
flight got his men together in 
the quiet after-midnight lobby, 
having registered for them. Speak- 
ing in quiet and conversational but 
nevertheless authoritative tones, 
he laid down the law to them. 


“Any complaints you want to 
make about the hotel, make them 
to me, not to the. management,” 
he said. “Any complaints the 
management may want to make, 
they will make to me too. So I 
may as. well have both sides of 
the shindig. And, naturally, while 
we respect the hotel’s point of 
view as a matter of course, I also 
represent you men. Remember 
that. Also remember that every- 
thing comes C. O. D., as usual, and 
pay your bills before checking 
out.” 


Some of the men were now rest- 
ing quietly in deep lounges while 
waiting for the elevator to take 
them up to their rooms, load by 
load. Some felt waggish, 


“Sarge, what possible com- 
plaints’ could any management 
have of us?” 

“Well,” said the sergeant, giving 
the lines with a straight face, 
“soldiers have been known to mis- 
take bathtubs for pools of water 
in which to display a high-diving 
prowess. That, in the confines 
of a hotel, would be considered 
objectionable.” 

Carried in its stride by “Winged 
Victory” is the auxiliary cast of 
41 women with the show (three of 
them have starring parts, and the 
rest are walk-ons and one-or-two- 
line speakers). Thirty-six of these 
women are married to soldiers in 
the cast, and there’s a long list 
of other wives who are waiting to 
get into the cast so they may 
travel with their husbands.

T was Hart’s idea that women 
| for auxiliary parts be recruited 

from the wives of service men 
in the show. The women have been 
with the play since its opening. 
This includes its tremendously 
successful initial run at the Forty- 
fourth Street Theater in New 
York, its cross-country tour, and 
the filming of the play at Twen- 
tieth-Century Fox Studios on the 
West Coast. Among the walk-ons 
are many professional actresses 
who don't mind walking on s0 
long as it is to their husbands 
they’re walking. Thirteen cou- 
ples, too, have been married in the 
show. te 

While the men usually get to a 
town before the women do, the 
women came into Kansas City 
first. Most of the women went 
to their hotels without waiting 
for their husbands. Husbands 
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and wives don’t travel together 
during flights, since this “is still 
the Army.” Several waited the 
hour or so before the men’s train 
pulled in. 

“T used to have a scene where a 
tall, very good-looking soldier 
kissed me,” said Mrs. Lynne Eng- 
ler, ex-Powers model. “He’d kiss 
me with such enthusiasm that it 
drew attention from the rest of 
the scene. Mr. Hart switched the 
soldier’ to another girl, and de- 
tailed my husband instead to kiss 
me, ‘He won't kiss you with quite 
s0 much enthusiasm,’ said Mr. 
Hart, ‘and we'll keep a dramatic 
balance on the stage.’”

MONG the best-known wives 
A are Elizabeth Fraser and Phil- 
lis Avery. Both have starred 
on Broadway in smash hits, and 
rejected further starring vehicles 
‘to follow the boys.’ 

The khaki-clad “Armyness” and 
the tight-lipped strain seem to fall 
away on opening night. With the 
show set up, and the men and 
women in the show in makeup on 
stage, and the audience applaud- 
ing scene after scene, it is hard 
to believe that this is the same 
outfit you saw a few hours back 
in the cold and the darkness of 
the station. 

Changed in a subtle fashion are 
the G. I.s into the stage or screen 
glamor figures they are in civil- 
ian life.

All the tombs are in the dome- 
shaped pattern of a Buddhist 
temple and are entirely covered 
with gold leaf.
